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Washington, September 23d.—At twenty minutes 
past 11 two closed carriages drove to the cast lower 
entrance of the Senate win", and the occupants 
alighted and passed up the private stairs to the 
Vice-President’s room. All the corridors and passage 
ways upon the main flx>r of the Senate were quickly 
barred to all comers, and instructions were given 
by the Sergeant-at-Arms to the employes and cap­ 
tain of police on duty to keep themselves hidden in 
the recesses, windows and doors, while Mrs. Garfield 
passed through to the rotunda. The rotunda was 
entirely cleared, the guard of honor retiring from 
view for the time. In a few minutes the little pro­ 
cession emerged from the Vice-President’s rooms, 
and passing around through the east corridor pro­ 
ceeded through the silent and deserted main passage 
way of the building, Sergeant-at-Arms Bright lead­ 
ing. Then followed Mrs. Garfield, leaning on the 
arm of General Swain, Harry Garfield, Mollie and 
Miss Rockwell, Colonel and Mrs. Rockwell, and At­ 
torney-General MacVeagh and Mrs. Swain. Not a 
sound was heard, save the footsteps on the floors, 
as the little company, robed in somber garmeuts of 
the deepest mourning, passed silently on, to mingle 
their tear3 and prayers, and pay the last earthly 
tribute over the casket which sealed from view the 
form and features of the dead and loved husband, 
father and fritnd. After remaining about twenty 
minutes in the rotunda they returned quietly and 
with the same privacy that marked their entrance, 
and passing through the Senate wing, entered their 
carriages and returned to the residence of the Attor­ 
ney-General. 
Floral Tributes. 
W ashington, September 23d.—Hundreds of bou­ 
quets are coming in. One from Richmond was a 
large white floral angel, about the size of a child 
five years old, holding a silver trumpet. It has been 
suspended over the coffin. This was the gift of 
James Wormley, a colored hotel keeper there. The 
official decorations of the city are much criticized 
for their meagerness and lack of taste. There has 
been an economy in marked contrast w ith the pro- 
fusiness of the inauguration. 
The Funeral Services at ilie Capitol. 
W ashington, September 23d.—At a quarter to 2 
p. m. the doors of the rotunda were opened. The 
first society (to arrive was the Knights Templar, 
Beauzaunt Commandcry, of Baltimore. They en­ 
tered in full regalia, but did not remain in the hall, 
simply passing around the catafalque in double-file. 
The front rows were reserved tor the family of the 
President, ex-Presidents Grant and Hayes and per­ 
sonal friends of General Garfield. On the north 
side the Senate, Supreme Court and Diplomatic 
Corps and families were placed. On the east the 
army and navy officers. On the south members of 
the House, the press, etc. There were about S00 
seats for those having tickets. Outside of the Cap­ 
itol the throng was immense—estimated at 70,000. 
The military display w as very fine, comprising all 
the District militia and commands from George­ 
town. Four of their number—Sir Knights Stevens, 
Lawton, Breier and Jennings—bore floral offerings 
in the shape of an immense Maltese cross, which 
was reverently placed at the head of the dais. 
At ten minutes past 2 members of the Army of 
the Cumberland filed in b3' the door leading from 
the fc» nate, and took the seats resei ved for them. 
Immediately after the doors were thrown open to all 
holders of tickets. In ten minutes the chairs set 
apart for the general public were completely filled. 
Soon members of the Diplomatic Corps arrived, and 
were ushered to seats rese rved for them. The mil­ 
itary portion of the procession, wtich will escort 
the remains to the depot, formed in front and facing 
the east front of the Capitol. The Georgetown, Al­ 
exandria and Baltimore militia, the United States 
marines and United States artillery here during 
the ceremonies, formed on the east and couth of 
the Capitol. 
FURTHER DETAILS. ' 
W ashington, September 23d.—The crush for ad­ 
mittance into the Capitol resulted in the breaking 
down of the ropes placed to restrain the crowd, and 
before they were replaced many without tickets ob­ 
tained entrance. The seats in the rotunda were 
soon filled, and further admittance was denied. 
The entrance of President Arthur, accompanied 
by Geueral Grant, caused nearly the whole audience 
to rise, in order to get a good look at them. They 
advanced slov y to their reserved seats in the front 
row next to the Cabinet. Arthur was grave and 
dignified, his tall figure dwarfing that of Grant. The 
latter wore his usual fixed expression. Ex-Presi­ 
dent Hayes entered soon after, and took a seat near 
Grant. The silence of the crowded rotunda was un­ 
broken, except by the rustling of the ladies’ fans. 
Arthur in entering leaned upon the arm of Secre­ 
tary Blaine. Immediately after followed ex-Presi- 
den*s Grant and Hayes, Secretary and Mrs. Windom, 
Secretary and Mrs. Lincoln, Secretary and Mrs. 
Hunt, Attorney-General and Mrs. MacVeagh, Secre­ 
tary K rkwood and Postmaster-General James. 
Mrs. Garfield and the immediate family were not 
present at the ceremonies. 
Some little coufnsion in seating the diplomatic 
corpBjJrepresentativei of the army and navy, Sena­ 
tors and members of the House of 
presentatives 
occurred by an oversight on the part some one in 
charge of the arrangements in not 
g a sufficient 
number of seats. 


The services were opened by Rev. Dr. Powers. 
Promptly at 3 p . m. he ascended the dais and briefly 
announced the opening hymn, “ Asleep in Jesus, 
Blessed Sleep,” which was rendered by a chorus of 
fifty voices. 
Rev Dr. Rankin then ascended the platform at 
the head of the catafalque, and read in a clear and 
distinct voice the following selections from Script­ 
ure: “ T/ie Lord reigneth. The floods have lifted 
up their voice. The Lord on high is mightier than 
the voice of many waters. Clouds and darkness 
are aruund about Him. Righteousness and judg­ 
ment are the habitation of His throne. By Him 
kings shall reign, and princes decree justice. He 
ch&ngeth times and seasons. He removeth kings 
and setteth up kings—for there is no power but of 
God. The powers that be are* ordained of God. 
Whosoever, therefore, resisteth the power resisteth 
the ordinance.” 
Rev. Dr. Isaac Everett then offered a prayer. He 
spoke m a clear but low tone, and with much evi­ 
dence of deep feeling. 
Rev. F. L. Power, of the Vermont-avenue Christ­ 
ian Church, of which President Garfield was a mem­ 
ber, delivered a feeling address. 
The funeral services were concluded at about 4 I*. 
m., w hen the casket was at once removed to the 
hearse in waiting iu front of the Capitol. A few 
minutes later the procession marohed through. The 
military escort preceded the hearse, which was fol­ 
lowed by a long line of carriages, two abreast. The 
military marched up the avenue to the depot and 
dis]>er8edf and the casket was taken at once to the 
train in w’aiting at the Baltimore and Potomac depot. 
The sidewalks of the avenue and at the intersecting 
street corners were thronged with thousands of 
spectators. The funeral train left Washington at 
5:15, and Baltimore at 6:49. 
Preparations for the Funeral at Cleve­ 
land. 
Cleveland, September 23d.—The programme for 
the music at the funeral on Monday is adopted as 
follows: The Cleveland Vocal Society will sing 
Beethoven’s “ Funeral March;” the hymn begin­ 
ning “ Thou art gone to the grave, but we will not 
deplore thee;” Mendelssohn’s chorus St. Paul, “ To 
the. Lord I y ield my spirit," and Garfield’s’ favorite 
hymn, beginning : 
Ho ! reapers of life’s harvest, 
Why stand with rusted blade 
Until the night draws round thee 
And day begins to fade ? 
At the grave the United German Singing Societies 
will sing the Ode of Horrace, “ Intergen Vila 
Seclerisqce Pueres." 
The main dec< rations will consist of nine mag­ 
nificent arches, one at each entrance to the Monu­ 
mental Park, two at the corner of Euclid avenue 
and Erie street, two at the corner of Erie and Su­ 
perior streets, and one at the entrance to Lake View 
Cemetery. 
Draped banners stretch across the principa] 
streets, bearing mottoes and quotations from the il­ 
lustrious dead. Large banners with appropriate 
decorations span Euclid avenue at the Pittsburg 
railroad crossing, where the body will be taken from 
the cars and the procession formed to enter the 
city. 
Elaborate decorative work will be done upon the 
four arches in the square. That facing the pavilion 
on the west w.ll consist of two massive columns 
joined by an arch. Two other and shorter columns 
stand on each side of the foundation of the arch 
way, one bearing a bronze eagl the other repre­ 
senting abrokcu column. The columns will be ap­ 
propriately wreathe; in/flowers, flags and draperies. 
A p >rtion of the arch will consist of flags and 
flowers, woven together to form a ladder. At the 
foot will be the words “ Canal Boat;” then 
“ Hiram” then a step above that “ Oh’camauga ;” 
then “ House of Congress;” next, “ Senate,” and 
at the top “ The White Hou?e.” The arch facing 
this upon the east wi.l be similar in general design. 
The decorations consist principally of the fligs of 
all natio.iS, intermixed with flowers and drapery of 
sable. 
The floral decorations in the standards will be four 
by eight in size, and in the archways eight by 
ten feet. 
The decorations facing the catafalque will be 
two colossal floral gates, with standards at each end 
20 feet in hight. 
The space between is occupied by several posts 10 
feet high. Each standard will be clothed with 
sable drapery and decorated with vvreath9 and flags. 
J. II. Wade, II. B. Favue and Joseph Perkins are 
appointed a committee to receive subscriptions and 
decide on a monument. 
C leveland, September 23d.—Workmen are using 
electric and calcium lights to work nights and com­ 
plete their labors on the catafalque and other ar­ 
rangements for the funeral. The town is already 
overcrowded, and citizens are throwing open their 
doors in the efforts to accommodate the ira rense 
crowd 
It is feared that half cannot be housed or 
fed, and all sorts of shifts are resorted to.

Kfiiilcmcnt o f Dr. H am ilton. 
N ew' Y'ork, September 23d.—Dr. Hamilton, who 
attended the late President, yesterday dictated to a 
Tribune reporter a few general facts, anticipatory 
of the detailed account of the autopsy. Referring 
to the ball, he said that the presence of the ball iu 
the situation in which it was found was not the im­ 
mediate cause of death, as it was completely en­ 
cysted, and must have long since ceased to cause 
irritation. The small fragments of bone and the 
great lesion of the lumbar vertebra are the patho 
logical tacts which could alone endanger the 
patient’s life. This lesion of the vertebra the 
surgeons had no means of repairing, nor could it 
have l»een repaired save by the process of nature. 
The small fragments of bone, widely disseminated 
in adjacent tissues, certainly could not have 
been removed by any surgical operation. 
It 
was determined 
by 
the autopsy that the 
necessity did not 
exist for the removal 
of the ball; or, 
in other words, if it had 
not been for the lesion it might have been 
carried for many years without causing death, or 
even inconvenience. There were no possible means 
to know the situation of the ball during life, as it 
ga**e no indications of its presence ; nor could it 
possibly have been reached and recognized by any 
form of surgical probe. That death would have 
been the immediate and inevitable result of any 
such daring adventure is almost absolutely certain 
I cannot believe that one intelligent surgeon will 
hereafter think that at any period in the progress 
of the case the ball, or the fragments of 
bone 
which went before it, could have 
been successfully removed, for indeed any at­ 
tempt in that direction would have resulted in 
speedy death. Viewing the case in the light of our 
present knowledge, I am prepared to affirm that 
surgery has no resources by which the fatal result 
could have been averted. 
F a llin g a 8e ca te Session.

The Organization of the Somite. 
W a sh in g t o n, September 23d.—Senator Bayard 
this morning said he had yet to hear of a Senator of 
either party who expected the Senate to orgauize, 
except with the election of a Democratic presiding 
officer, previous to admission of the new Senators. 
A clerk would also be necessarily elected to com­ 
plete the organization and making the record. The 
other officers were necessary to a proper organization 
for business, and would not be elected until subse­ 
quent to the admission of the new Senators. Any 
changes in committees would he made when the Sen­ 
ate is full. As the Democrats would be exactly 
tqual in numbers to the Republicans, he thought 
they would demand and receive, without resistance, 
an equal representation upon all committees. Of 
course this meant the organization of them, but it 
would be done by agreement and without excite- 
meut.

W ashington, September 231.—The first appoint 
ment m ide by President Arthur was that continuing 
Rear Admiral Nichols as Acting Secretary of the 
Navy. This appointment was the last official act of 
President Garfield before leaving the White House 
for the depot on July 2d. 
President Arthur. 
W ashington, September 23d.—Arthur is an early 
riser. He was up at 7 this morning, breakfasted be­ 
fore S, ro Je for an hour, dictated correspondence for 
another hour, and then received callers continuous­ 
ly. The President is always carefully dressed. His 
manner is courteous, and even cordial; but never­ 
theless somewhat reserved. He spoke but little, 
and seemingly with caution. It is undoubtedly im_ 
presriiig all that come in contact with h'm that he is 
a man of more force and individuality that he has 
hitherto had credit for.

The London “ Lancet*»/’ Opinion. 
London, September 22d.—The Lancett discussing 
the case of Garfield, says : The bullet did not wound 
any vital part in its path, and had the serious 
wound it made closed up ail would have been well; 
but the wound did not heal, because its walls were 
bruised and so injured that primary union was 
impossible. The retention of the pent-up and 
putrid matter in the wound almost insured the ab­ 
sorption of septic poison and death. It may be re­ 
garded as an open question how far succesriul an 
attempt to render the wound anti-septic might have 
been. It would he unjust to blame surgeons, aud it 
is matter of congratulation that they were not led 
away by the vulgar desire to extract the bullet, 
which had rlone no harm since it once reached its 
resting place near the pancreas, and its extraction 
l»er se would not have influenced at all the course of 
the case. 
At San Francisco. 
San F rancisco, September 23d. —The Citizens’ 
Committee has been very busy during the day in 
pushing preparations for the obsequies. The route 
of procession is still undecided, owing to the con­ 
stantly increasing applications f r position? in the 
line. It has been decided to have a stand in the 
center of the Pavilion, on which will be placed the 
catafalque, and on each side of it will be a platform 
sixty feet in length for the accommodation of the 
orator, invited guests and singers. The California 
Pioneers expect to turn out six huu (red strong.

H ours and M in u tes.— Why is our hour 
divided into sixty minutes ? Why not 
divide our time as we do our money, by 
tens, counting ten, or fifty, or one hundred 
minutes to the hour ? This question was 
asked by an intelligent boy a few days 
since, and the answer given him may both 
interest and instruct other young people. 
The answer is this : We have sixty divi­ 
sions on the dials of our clocks aud watches, 
because the old Greek astronomer, Hippar­ 
chus, who lived in the second century be­ 
fore Christ, accepted the Babylonian sys­ 
tem of reckoning time, that system being 
sexagesimal. 
The Babylonians were ac­ 
quainted with the decimal system, bat for 
common and practical purposes they count­ 
ed by 80*81 and xari, the sossoi representing 
sixty, and the saros sixty times sixty, 
3,600. From Hipparchus, the mode of 
reckoning found its way into the works of 
Ptolemy, about 120 A. D., and thence was 
carried down the stream of ecience and 
civilization, and found its way to the dial- 
plates of our clocks and watches.

Tucson, September 231.—W. R. Morley 
has received the following from Hermosillo, 
Smors, with reference to the reported trou­ 
bles with the authorities in the stoppage of 
railroad work. There were no troubles, ex­ 
cept that grading was stopped north of Her- 
moeillo a short time since by order of the 
Government, in consequence of the detention, 
on the route from Mexico, of certain planB 
which required official approval. Meanwhile 
some chances in Government cfficials have 
occurred, and in c^nsf quence, it was sup­ 
posed, of representations mode to them by 
parties interested in trying to alter the course 
<>f the line, a little delay has occurred, while 
the new officers are improving them­ 
selves as to the situation. No dif­ 
ficulty of any kind is apprehended. 
Leopold Tocama, the official engineer from 
the City of Mexico, is expected here to-night 
from the East, where ho has been conferring 
with the officers of the Sonora Railroad. He, 
in company with Mr. Morley, will make an 
inspection of the route at once, and a de­ 
termination will be made. There have been 
heavy floods in Sonora this season, causing 
several washouts on the Sonora road, hut all 
have been repaired, with but six days’ delay. 
The road wiU reach Hermosillo by the 10th 
of October. There is plenty of material on 
hand to push the c ustructinn without de­ 
lay beyond Hermosillo as soon as the Govern­ 
ment allows a continuation of the work. 
Tlie Hostile Apaches. 
Thomas, September 23d.—Five of the 
hostile cniefs and some of their bands sur­ 
rendered to the military to-day, and are now 
confined in charge of Captain Stacey, 
Twelfth Infantry, who, with his company, is 
stationed at San Carlos. They have prom­ 
ised that all their warriors will surrender, 
with arms, horses, etc. Companies I, Eighth 
Infantry, A, Sixth Cavalry, Lieutenant 
Glass, 
Lieutenant 
Clark 
and 
com­ 
pany, 
Colonel 
Smith. 
commanding, 
left here to day for San Carlos to guard 
the Indian 
prisoners to this place, 
where they will be confined until tried. A 
Military Commission will meet at this place 
for the tiial of all the Indians who were con­ 
cerned in the late outbreak. It is believed 
that the Indian scouts who turned traitors 
have not come in, and directions have been 
issued that they be pursued and killed, if 
they do not surrender. Nothing has been 
heard from Price’s, Carr’s or Danford’s 
commands, who are now in the Cibicu 
country. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
Tucson, September 23d.—The Citizen has 
the following special from San Carlos : A 
larger number of Indians are in for rations 
than for months, and are apparently unarmed, 
txcept the scouts. The issuing of rations is 
progressing quietly. Sanchez, Evktlaty, 
Nautapecotegh, Indascbin aud Nschelschel 
have come in, and are now in council with the 
Agent and army officers. The chiefs have 
just been sent to Colonel Stacey’s head­ 
quarters under a guard. Orders have been 
given for the arrest of Seannie, the late med­ 
icine man’s brother. At the commence­ 
ment of the 
council 
this 
morning 
thn chiefs were disarmed, except their 
knives. When they were turned over to 
Colon»! Stacy he told them that they would 
be treated well, but if they attempted to es­ 
cape they would be shot. The guard loaded 
their rifles and they gave up their knives, 
Ssnebez saying, as he handed in his, "This 
is from the heart.” Sixty men are also in­ 
eluded in the surrender. Runners have been 
sent to bring them in. They will be put in 
the guard-home. Colonel Sanford’s com­ 
mand is ordered here. Sanchez blames 
the outbreak on the scouts who fired on 
Carr, though he acknowledges that he wrested 
a gun from a scout and fired on the soldiers 
himself. As the soldiers led off the chiefs 
captive some armed scouts went toward the 
butcher shop, when an old Apache raised the 
cry that the Boldiers were going to kill the 
White Mountain Indians. The Indians in­ 
stantly turned and started for arms, but a 
little talk quieted their alarm. 
Store Burglarized. 
G lore, September 23d.—Bircbott & Chil- 
sob’s store at Miami, three miles northeast of 
Globe, was burglarized Wednesday morning, 
the thieves being successful to the amount of 
§3,000. No knowledge exists of the guilty 
parties, but Mexican teamsters are suspected. 
OREGON. 
Advices from Portland. 
_ P o rtla n d , September 23d.—The weather 
is cold and showery. 
The following dispatch was received from 
Scio, Linn county, this evening : 11 During 
the high wind that prevailed here this after­ 
noon a portion of the new bridge belonging 
to the Oregonian Railway Company, which 
spans the north fork of the Santiam river, 
was blown down. One man, named A. L. 
Reed, and two others—Frank Empton and 
John Bates—were badly in jnred. This bridge 
was being constructed in three spans, 160, 
260 and 95 feet long, respectively. The span 
260 feet long was partially np, and resting on 
false works, and was carried away by the 
gale. A large force was engaged in work on 


the span at the time. Trains heretofore have 
been crossing on the false work on a tempo­ 
rary track. A portion of the track was tom 
up by the falling structure, causing a delay 
of trains for a short time. The bridge iu 
being built by the Pacific Bridge Company. 
Last January the railroad bridge at the same 
place was swept away by a freshet. 
R W. Lambert, charged with the acci­ 
dental shooting ai d killing of Julia Clark, 
has waived a preliminary examination, and 
has been held to await the action of the 
Grand Jury in §1,000 ball. He furnished 
bonds, and was discharged from custody. 
The family of Charles Osborne, living in 
WilLmina, Yarnhili county, ere passing 
through a fearful ordeal from diphtheria. 
Seven members of the family were at one 
time prostrated with the dreadful disease,, 
three of whom have die 1. and two of those 
remaining are beyond the hope of recovery. 
To add to the dietreBS of the sfflicted family, 
it is almost impossible to obtain help or 
watchers, so afraid are the neighbors of taking 
the disease to their own homes. • 
Tlie liniterl slates Senators. 
P o rtla n d , September 23d.—Senator J. H. 
Plater is now at his home iu La Grande, 
Union county, and has not been notified of 
the probability of there being an extra ses­ 
sion of the Senate. Should he be notified of­ 
ficially or otherwise, he will Jose no time ia 
reaching Washington in time to be present at 
the opening of the Senate. Senator L F_ 
Grover is at present sojourning with his fam­ 
ily at Martha’s Vineyard, Mass. At the 
latest advices his health had greatly iru- 
oroved. He will be within easy reach of the 
Capitol in the event of a special session be­ 
ing called. 
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DOMESTIC NEWS. 
The Post Mortem Exposure C ontinued. 
W ashington, September 23d.—One of the 
most startling features of the post mortem 
exposure will be the history of the search for 
the ball. One boar was passed iu cutting for 
it. Then the bowels were removed and 
placed loose in a wash-bowl. Another hour 
was spent, and then some one looked in the 
contents of the wash-bowl, aud discovered 
the encysted ball among the intestines; yet 
the autopsy located this ball in the muBcles 
of the back. General Swain is so indignant 
over the report of the autopsy that nothing 
will prevent him from telling the true story 
to the public after Garfield is buriei 
He has told the story, however, to 
several medical friends in the city, and 
from one of them the following verbal 
statement was taken : “ In the first place, 
the post mortem which was attempted by 
this man Lamb wa3 so unsatisfactory to Dr. 
Agnew that he performed the last part of it 
himself. The physicians in charge were 
urged very hard to send for eminent pathol­ 
ogists not connected with the case—two from 
Baila ielphia and two from New York—but 
they would not do so, under a plea that it 
would reflect upon them. After they made 
an incision into the abdomen they broke 
open a seek from fuur to six inches long, con­ 
taining a large amount of matter, which run 
into the bowels. They then proceeded to 
search down the supposed track or the bullet, 
between the muscles of the abdomen and the 
interior wall of the abdomen. Then they 
took his intestines out aud put them into a 
washbowl. Then they further pursued their 
rearch for the buiiet. Failing to find it 
where they expected, they looked for it in 
tl e intestines, and found it in tho back part 
of the mass in tie washbowl. They claimed 
that they could tell where the bullet was lo­ 
cated, but the facts show they were mistaken. 
There was no evidence of laceration of the 
vertebim, and the track of the wnrnd from 
the place of its entrance had all healed uu, 
and was doing no harm, and the ball was well 
encysted in a long pouch. It could. 
not have laid cu’side of the perito­ 
neum, else how could they have taken, 
it ont with the intestines '! The ball, beiDg 
encysted, could not have ruptured the artery. 
They did not examine the stomach ; they did 
not open the intestines ; they simply opened 
the chest and raise i the lungs, and called them, 
healthy. When some one insisted on their- 
examination, they were not removed, bnt ent 
into. As soon as they were cut into pns 
flowed out freely and copiously. They closed 
them up, and said there was no ulceration— 
there was no abscess there. An abscess was. 
found in the left kidney, and they said it w»a: 
not an abscess ; but on reaching the righb 
kidney the abscess was so large that theyr 
were compelled to admit that ther* 
was an abscess, and Agnew, being asktc, 
if the • left was not the Bame, answered. 
“ Yes, prec’sely.” “ Do you think the wormit 
was a mortal one ?” “ Not necessarily. The 
track of the ball had healed; the ball wrs» 
encysted, and the vertebias showed no evi­ 
dence that it was injured. There was noth­ 
ing to indicate any injury of the spinal cord 
at all, but there were large abscesses in and 
about the liver from four to six inches long. 
They must have been the result ofi at oiifcof 
blood formed soon after the shooting, a£'? 
blood, becoming putrid and disorganized, 
the whole system became poisoned, and was' 
the cause of these abscesses. If this blood had 
been withdrawn at the time, there would 
have been nothing to produce these abscesses. 
That could have been done by an aspiration, 
by the use of an ordinary aspirator. They 
could have told by the harduess and firmness 
of the parts at the time that a clot of blood was 
there. You remember that Surgeon-General 
Wales, of the navy, said it was there, and 
marked out the size of it. The ball entered 
tho cavity of the abílom n. I don’t see how 
it was possible for the ball to have wounded 
the eleventh rib, jumped down over the 
twelfth and wounded the vertebrae, that 
has no rib attached to ii. They say the 
eleventh rib was wounded, and that the ver­ 
tebras was penetrated. 
They had stated 
all the time that the long pus canal 
was the track of the ball, and it was a 
subject of probing all the time. Of course 
they have got to make some excuse. It is 
about as consistent for a physician to make 
his own post mortem examination as it is for 
a real estate agent to make his own surveys. 
There is no doubt that death was canned by 
blood poisoning. ” The revelations of the po6t 
mortem, when officially made, will creato a 
great sensation in the medical world. It will 
be remembered that Boynton has all along 
told the truth of the sick-room. When he 
ard General Swain rip open the report of the 
autopsy they will be so fortified by facta &e. 
to support everything they charge.

THE LATE ELECTIONS—THE NEXT CHAM­ 
BER AND ITS COMPOSITION. 


A G lince at the Political Issues and Parties 
in France this Year—Gambetta 
and His Constituents. 


P a r i s , August 28, 1881. 
The late electiuuB throughout France 
have proved an im portant epoch in the 
history of this Republic. 
All foreign pow­ 
ers have perceived in the result the nnmis- 
takable desire on the part of the French 
people to maintain the present form of 
government, whereas the French people 
themselves note the fact th at the country 
by force of simultaneous impulge has rushed 
to the wheel of progress and given it a 
turn which a short time ago would have 
been witnessed w ith fear and trembling by 
the most ardent advocates of liberty. 
No 
one can longer doubt of the tirm establish­ 
m ent of the Republic in France, and the 
elections have proved how unfounded have 
been the hopes of the numerous pretenders 
to th at invisible throne. It is really pitiful 
to perceive in the tables made up of each 
arrondissement of Paris and of those of the 
provinces, the miserable figure cut by 
those who until the last moment predicted 
the trium phal entry of their king into 
Paris, or the near arrival of a Bonaparte to 
take the reins of government. 
Whereas 
the |Iíepubl:cins 
were 
divided among 
themselves into generally three parties, 
the one Monarchist, 
the 
one 
Legiti­ 
m ist or the one Bonapartist had suc­ 
ceeded in barely getting together a hundred 
or so votes, and the figures sometimes 
dwindles down to the tens, and even units. 
The Bonapartists have loBt thirty-five seats 
in the Chamber of Deputies, the Royalists 
nineteen aud the Republicans ten, hence a 
gain for the Republicans of forty-four seats. 
THE FPTURE CHAMBER 
W ill contain 460 Republicans and 9” Re­ 
actionaries. 
It is the Bonapartists who 
have experienced the greatest defeat, and 
it may be said to have been a veritable 
rout of the entire party. 
They lose 35 
seats—very near the half of the effective 
force they possessed in the former Chamber; 
and those 
provinces which they have 
through habit come to consider as their 
impregnable 
fortresses have abandoned 
them to come over to the republic. 
The 
Pas-de-Calais, which was called a “ Conti­ 
nental Corsica,” has to-day eight Republi­ 
can Deputies and only two Bonapartists; 
four 
Bonapartists 
were 
evicted 
at 
one time. 
The same with the Haute- 
Caronne, 
where 
three 
B m apartists 
were defeated and 
Republicans 
only 
were 
elected. 
La Dardogne has now 
seven Republican Deputies and only one 
B onapartist; the Hautes-Pyrenees as well 
claims but ore Bonapartist. 
Calvados, 
which alone in France shared w ith Cor­ 
sica the sad privilege of having only Bona- 
p irtis s ai d Royalists, has conquered at 
one 
time 
four 
seats 
and 
given 
them to Republicans. 
But the most strik­ 
ing example is that of Corsica. 
Corte and 
Calvi have vigorously dismissed Mr. Ab- 
batucci and the Duke of l’adone, and have 
elected Republicans. 
Ajaccio, the cradle 
of the dynasty of the Bonapartists, has 
seen the Bonapartists desert the struggle 
aud leave the field to three Republican 
candidates. 
If the Royalists have suffered 
le3B in appearance it is because they were 
less numerous. 
The Bonapartists have 
lost 35 seats out of 85, while the Royalists 
have lost 19 out of 55, which renders the 
proportion nearly the same. 
By the side 
of this defeat of the party of reactionaires, 
it must be pointed out as a remarkable 
character of the ballot of the 21st of Au­ 
gust the marked accentuation which the 
Republican majority have undergone. 
It 
may be said that the center gauche has 
CEASED TO EXIST, 
For its best known representatives, as Mr. 
Bardeaux, formerly M inister of Public In­ 
struction, and Leon Renault, former Pre- 
fet de Police and the most distinguished 
lawyer of the day, as well as the most ob­ 
scure members, have been put aside and 
replaced by more resolute Republicans and 
of a more accentuated shade. 
The center 
gauche have completed their task, which 
seems to have been the rescuing of the Re­ 
public from the grasp of her enemies and 
placing her upon her feet, and this very 
act, this close contest with conservatism, 
has rendered them unfit to accompany the 
goddess on her onward mar.ch. 
The Re­ 
publicans of the gauche who were already 
members of the Chamber, have all been 
re-elected, whereas less advanced Republi­ 
cans have been replaced by those who will 
take their seats at the extreme gauche. 
It 
must not be supposed that France has vio­ 
lently run to an extrem e; she has but 
taken a step in advance, yet a firm, reso­ 
lute step. 
In all the circonscriptiona of 
the different arrondissements of Paris and 
in the provinces there were generally four 
candidates, the cent* r gauche, the gauche, 
the Republican workman, and the Bona- 
partiat 
or 
Royalist. 
The 
Republican 
workman, who would represent the radical 
ideas of the Democratic party, received but 
a few hundred votes at the most, and often 
out of twelve thousand votes did not attain 
the number of fifty. 
It may thus be seen 
th at the majority of the French people are 
moderate Republicans, but on this occasion 
have expressed themselves as decided and 
frank R spubl'cirs, desirors • f cairying out 
a true and complete Republican programme. 
Mr. Gambetta offered himsell as a candi­ 
date in two circonBcriptions of the same 
arrondissemcnt, and although elected but 
in one, and by a very feeble majority, his 
election may be considered as a great per­ 
sonal triumph. 
The arrondissement of 
Belleville is that of the most democratic of 
the working classes, and although Gam­ 
betta has never identified himself with the 
center gauche, but with the party called 
Union Republican, which is the balancing 
power between the center gauche and the 
extreme gauche, be can scarcely be said to 
perfectly represent the ideas} of} his con­ 
stituents. 
However, his personal popular­ 
ity has always given him a large majority 
of votes at each election. Since the return 
of Louise Michel and Rochefort to Paris 
they have endeavored to exercise their rev­ 
olutionary and socialist ideas in this quar­ 
ter. as containing exclusively the working 
classes with the strongest democratic tend­ 
encies ; yet they found much opposition 
whenever they attacked Gambetta, and 
each time Louise Michel attem pted to de­ 
nounce him from the lecture stand she was 


h i s s e d ' a n d h o o t e d a t , 
T hat she was obliged to leave the hall. 
The circumstances of the quarrel between 
G ambetta and Rochefort are still fresh in 
the minds of the public, and it may be re­ 
membered that Rochefort came ont of the 
scramble with very limp feathers ; in fact 
his influence then ceased, the number of 
subscribers to his journal diminished by 
more than half, and although from time to 
time on» smiles at bis w itty articles, he ex­ 
erted no longer the slightest influence over 
any party. 
He was certainly not of a na­ 
ture to quietly submit to defeat without 
seeking some means of revenge, and al­ 
though he was powerless to openly attack 
Gambetta, he has since been work ng in 
unison with Louise Michel aHd other ¡so­ 
cialists to nndermine his popularity in the 
arrondisement of Belleville and thereby 
defeat his election. 
Gambetta has for 
some time felt himself growing away from 
his old constituents, and realized how much 
better fit he was to represent some more 
enlightened and distinguished portion of 
PariB or any of the departments of the 
provinces, and that was undoubtedly one 
of the principal reasons for his so strongly 
advocating the scrutin de liste, which 
would permit him to offer himself as a can­ 
didate in any part of France. 
The seed of 
discontent sown by the hand of Rochefort 
gradually bore fruit, and the inhabitints 


of Belleville by their complainings suc­ 
ceeded in pricking as with thorns their in­ 
different and confident representative, who 
eventually awakened to a sense of uneasi­ 
ness. 
He then concluded to reconquer 
them by force of his eloquence, and 
prepared an elaborate speech, in which 
he 
was 
to 
explain 
to 
them 
his 
reasons for not keeping to the programme 
of his mandate. 
His eloquence was a 
source of as much 
uneasiness to his 
enemies as of confidence to himself, and 
they feared should he once obtain the ear 
of bis constituents the obtaining of their 
votes would prove an easy matter. 
They 
then determined he should never be heard, 
and forging tickets of entrance, placed 
themselves in a body in the center of the 
hall, and each tim etheem inentoratorwould 
attem pt to speak, they howled and yelled 
with such fury th at they alone could be 
heard. 
Gambetta attem pted again and 
again to begin his speech, without success, 
when at last, losing patience, he became 
very angry, and cried out to them : “ You 
are naught but drunken slaves ! 
I know 
you everyone, and shall yet track you 
to your dens !” Then turning his back on 
them, rushed away. 
Mr. Gambetta has 
been much blamed for 


LOSING H IS TEM PER 
On this occasion, but had he not done so 
he would not have been Gambetta, for the 
same fire which has flashed upon the ene­ 
mies of the Republic could not otherwise 
than appear under such circumstances. 
It 
was hardly to be expected that his consti­ 
tuents would hasten in great numbers to 
vote for him after being called drunken 
slaves, and the enemies of the celebrated 
orator lost no time in taking every possible 
advantage of the ill effects of the angry 
speech ; the streets were tilled with carica­ 
tures ot Gambetta, in which more wit than 
modesty was displayed, which were all 
being circulated to throw oil on the tire 
of their indignatioD, and it was at such a 
moment the inhabitants of Belleville went 
to the polls to 
vote 
for or against 
their former idol. 
In one of the circon- 
scriptions Tony Revillon was opposed to 
the eminent orator, a communard who en­ 
joys great popularity with the inhabitants 
of Bslleville, so much so that Gambetta 
failed to obtain the requisite majority, and 
there was to have been balloting again the 
6th of September, but Gambetta retired 
from the contest as an excellent example 
to others, and in 
bo doing sent a let­ 
ter to his constituents explaining his rea­ 
sons, a letter full of dignity and cordiality, 
with several flashes of unextinguished an­ 
ger. 
His opponent in the other circon- 
scription was Sigismond Lacroix, a member 
of the Municipal Council and noted for his 
extremely democratic theories. 
He is a 
Tole by birth, and his name being unpro­ 
nounceable, and meaning “ the cross” when 
translated into French, he has been al­ 
lowed to change his name to that of La­ 
croix. 
Very many doubted of Gambetta’s 
election, and he himself could have but 
little hope when he found it impossible to 
deliver his speech ; and considering all he 
has against him his election must necessa­ 
rily be considered a great personal triumph. 
The programmes of the Deputies elected are 
full of promises of reform, and as all, w ith­ 
out exception, pledged themselves to vote 
for the separation of the Church and State, 
for reforms in the magistratura, for the 
revision of the Constitution, and other ur­ 
gent questions, the next session is likely 
to prove both animated aud fruitful. And 
since France has shown herself as a liberal 
Republican, it has been suggested as ex­ 
pedient th at Gambetta should be made 
President of the Republic, but nothing has 
been said as to w hat is to be done with 
Mr. Grevy should such occur. 
THE ELECTIONS 
W ere very much hurried, for w hat object 
is not known, and it is only at present all 
begin to perceive the embarrassment which 
will prove the result of the unwarranted 
precipitancy. 
The deputies who have 
been elected the 21st of August and those 
who will be elected the 4th of September 
will find themselves in a singular position, 
for they will be deputies without being so. 
The new Chamber is born but the old one 
is not yet dead, and will not die until the 
2Sth of October, yet the Legislature will 
open the 14th of October. 
Should the 
new deputies take it into their heads to 
present themselves at the Palais Bourbon 
between these dates, there will ersure a 
very comical scene. 
I t has been said by 
some th at the President of the Republic 
has the right to convoke the ex-Chamber 
and the Senate, and demand authorization 
of the Senate to dissolve the Chamber of 
D eputies; the renewed Chamber would 
then be in the normal condition, and 
would begin work so soon as its members 
desire.

phone, the invention of M. Maiche, was 
exhibited in Paris recently.

telegraphic wires during the passage of a 
message. 
This noise is so loud as fre­ 
quently to render inaudible a message sent 
through a wire which is in the immediate 
neighborhood of others. 
M. Maiche has

as he showed lately, completely does away 
with this confused murmur, thus enabling 
his telephone to be worked on a railway 
line to any distance.

Paris, a distance of more than ten miles, 
the apparatus has been tried with success.

POPULAR SCIENCE. 


Prof. A. Stelzner and Dr. H . Schulze, of 
Freiberg, have, according to the Oest. 
ZeiUchrift fu r Derg- uud Huilentcesen, been 
making a series of microscopic and chemical 
investigations of the muffles taken out of 
zinc distilling furnaces after a four to six 
weeks’ campaigu. 
They find the mass, 
which has a bluish color and a coarsely 
fibrous structure, to be a mixtuie of zinc 
spinel and tridymite. 
The Swan electric light, which closely 
resembles the Edison incandescent lamp, is 
in process of introduction at the Earnoek 
Colliery, near Hamilton, North Britain. 
There are now sixteen stationary lamps 
and six are “ portable.” 
Inventors appear to be turning much a t­ 
tention to the utilization of electricity for 
running drills for mining and quarrying. 
A t the Paris Electrical 
Exhibition, a 
Taverdon diamond drill and a percussion 
drill, by M. Chenot, Jr., is shown. 
There 
can be little doubt th at there is much 
promise of success in this direction, and 
that, under special circumstances, electric­ 
ity may prove a welcome substitute for 
steam or compressed air.—[Engineering 
Journal. 
Among the recent improvements intro­ 
duced in England in building large steam­ 
ships are hollow steel shafts, which are 
chiefly manufactured by Sir Joseph W hit­ 
worth & Co. 
On this system, a 10-inch 
shaft has a hole 4 inches in diameter, re­ 
ducing the weight 16 percent., while the 
strength is only diminished by 2.56 per 
cent. 
W ith a 5-inch central hole, these 
figures would be 25 and 4.25 per cent, re­ 
spectively. 
For a number of years, Spanish pyrites 
has been imported by chemical manufact­ 
urers in Germany, some of whom sold it, 
after roasting it, to English copper-works, 
as there was only one establishment in 
Germany, at Duisburg, which could work 
the pyrites. 
The ZeiUchrift reports that 
the second workB is about to be built near 
Hamburg, for the purpose of extracting 
the copper from the material which hitherto 
brought only low figures in England. 
According to the Comples Rendus, Haute- 
feuille aud Cailletet have determined the 
density of liquid oxygen, nitrogen aüd hy­ 
drogen hy liquefying them mixed with 
carbonic acid and nitrous oxide, and basing 
their calculations on the assumption that 
the mixed liquids are without action upon 
one another. 
For oxygen, 0.58 and 0.65 
were found at 0 degree 0., the former from 
experiments with carbonic acid, and the 
latter with nitrous oxide. 
Liquid nitrogen 
has a density of 0.37, and hydrogen 0 025. 
The growing importance of magnesia in 
the 
manufacture of cements, artificial 
stones and fire-proof brick and other re­ 
fractory materials has led to a number of 
attem pts to produce it from chloride of 
magnesium, found in such abundance at 
Stassfurt, Germany, and elsewhere. 
M. 
Closson, of Paris, has recently introduced 
the treatm ent of chloride of magnesium 
lyes with burnt dolomite, and has thus 
produced very pure magnesia. 
A t Leo- 
poldshall, where the process has been in­ 
troduced on a working scale, magnesia 
bricks have been made, which, according 
to the Chemical New», have resisted even 
the flame of the oxy-hydrogen blast.

N o ise.—Noise may be deadened by a 
number of simple contrivances. 
Rubber 
cushions under the legs of a work bench 
are an effective method of deadening noise, 
it being found, as Btated, that in a certain 
factory the hammering of fifty copper­ 
smiths was scarcely audible in the room 
below, their benches having under each leg 
a rubber cushion. 
Kegs of sand or saw­ 
dust, applied in the same way, afford sim­ 
ilar immunity. 
A few inches of sand or 
sawdust being first poured into each keg, 
there is laid on it a board or block npon 
which the leg rests, and aronnd the leg and 
block is ponred fine, dry sand or sawdust. 
By this simple means it is said, not only all 
noise, but all vibration and shock are so 
completely prevented that an ordinary 
anvil thus mounted may be used even in a 
dwelling house, w ithout annoying its oc­ 
cupants. 


On Cape Cod there are about fifteen hun­ 
dred Portuguese fishermen. 
Shark fishing goes on with unabated suc­ 
cess in the N orth river, New York. 
The proportion of number of eggs to the 
pound of mackerel has been calculated to 
be 86,120. 
I t does not seem 30 far that the grayling 
has been propagated in confinement. 
Still 
all things are possible. 
Lake Erie has black bass of six and a 
quarter pounds. 
This is fair, but nine and 
ten pound fish are not very scarce in the 
South. 
Importation of Perdieron Norman horses 
is becoming frequent amoug the breeders 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Iowa, and some 
parts of Indiana and Wisconsin. 
Quail in Pennsylvania have been almost 
exterminated since the repeal of the bounty 
on hawks, owls and “ other vermin,” and 
quail shooting is a thing of the past. 
The Arizona Fish Commission will organ­ 
iza about the 1st of October. 
The limited 
appropriation (8500 for two years) will not, 
however, allow them to accomplish a very 
extensive work at the start. 
Miss Ollie Shaw, daughter of the Iowa 
Commissioner, is sketching.the fishes of 
the State, and is reported to have suc­ 
ceeded admirably. 
About tw enty have 
already been transferred to her canvas. 
I t is said that large numbers of orioles 
are being killed in Maryland to be used in 
advertising the coming oriole festival in 
Baltimore. 
This is a very foolish piece of 
business, anil the bird killers should be 
punished according to the law. 
The Missouri Commission is about to fit 
up an aquariam car to transport fish. 
It 
will be similar to the one that Commis­ 
sioner Shaw, of Iowa, has used for a few 
seasons. 
Mr. Shaw has been invited to 
meet with them to explain the plans. 
George, the English pede«trian, holder of 
the amateur championship in th at country, 
is reported to have abandoned his trip to 
America on account of an injury to his 
foot. 
In view of the fact th at he ¡3 said 
to be preparing for some special event to 
come off in England this fail, that is but a 
lame excuse. 
G. B. Bryson, the gentleman who pur 
chased Bushw hacker and shortly after beat 
Checkmate with him, has now bought 
Irish King from L. W. Jerome, and hopes 
to get a good slice of the great Long Island 
stakes. 
This horse beat Monitor last June 
—but at a difference of nineteen pounds. 
A t Bucksport, Me., Mr. Atkins has 
enough salmon inclosed to yield about 
2.000.600 eggs. 
A t Grand Lake Stream 
he is enlarging the works to a capacity of 
3.000.000 eggs, if it should prove neces­ 
sary to provide for so many. 
Aqueducts 
are being laid at both places to increase 
the supply of water. 
A strong society, of which the member­ 
ship numbers nearíy 100, has been formed 
at Ogdensbnrg, N. Y., under the name of 
the St. Lawrence Game Club. 
Its objects 
are to stock the St. Lawrence river and the 
lakes, streams and ponds of St. Lawrence 
county with food fishes, and to protect the 
fish and game for the public good. 
Barrett, the colt who, after defeating 
Spinaway last season, was sent to England 
for the Derby, which he never saw, and 
was brought back to America three weeks 
since, is in training again. 
After a two 
weeks’ sojourn at Rancocashe was brought 
to Sheepshead Bay, and, following in the 
footsteps of Parole, Sly Dance, Cheas, 
W yandotte and Pappoo9e, he is likely to 
develop into a winner at Jerome Park or 
Baltimore. 
A t five weeks old the whelps may usually 
begin to be removed from their mother, 
and it is well to do this gradually, as they 
suffer less from the separation if this course 
is pursued ; and by extending the intervals 
of the bitch’s absence they can be almost 
entirely weaned without any ill effects to 
either themselves or their dam. 
The best 
method is to begin by removing the bitch 
for an hour or two in the warmest part of 
the day, so that the chance of the puppies 
catching cold is diminished. 
The periods 
of her absence can then be prolonged until 
she is only returned to them of a night, 
and finally ceases to visit them at all. 
A. Starks, residing eight miles southeast 
of this city (Erie, Pa.), ha8a noted trotting 
four-year-old 
steer 
known as Starkie, 
which he has been training to trot in har­ 
ness for three years past, and has finally 
succeeded in accomplishing the difficult 
task, and by so doing hail gained consider­ 
able notoriety. 
Starkie is twelve hands, 
and of a dark red color, very intelligent, 
and as gentle as a lamb. 
On being har­ 
nessed he will open his mouth to receive 
the bit, and when hitched to a sulky he 
strides like an old-time “ trotter,” and has 
no trouble to out-trot any of the neighbors’ 
horses. 
On several occasions Mr. Starks 
has timed him for a mile, which he has 
trotted without a skip in 3:30. 
Hanlan and Ross met recently at To­ 
ronto, and the latter wanted H ad an to 
arrange a race. 
Hanlan declined, avowing 
th at he intended to retire altogether from 
boat racing. 
He had th at morning, he 
said, withdrawn his money, sent to cover 
Robs’ deposit, from the Boston Herald, 
and wonld accept no more challenges.

Latterly he had attem pted to both train 
and attend to his hotel, but he had found 
it impossible, and therefore he had made 
up his mind to retire. 
He was perfectly 
aware th at he weuld sacrifice his titles, 
but they were no object to him. 


It is useless to resort to any remedy for 
worms in dogs unless the medicine is ad­ 
ministered on an empty stomach. 
Small 
dogs should fast for at least t ¡reive hoars, 
and large, powerful animals for twenty- 
four, before the medicine is administered. 
It is also desirable to prevent their drink­ 
ing too much water during the period of 
their abstention, the object being to de­ 
prive the worms of all sorts of food, so that 
the anthelmintic may have a greater chance 
of success. 
Many persons give a dose of 
castor oil the night before the vermifuge is 
given, and a second one two or three hours 
after if it has had no effect. As long as the 
purgative does not tax the dog’s system too 
powerfully, these precautions materially 
assist the operation of the medicine ; hut 
judgment and caution must of course be 
exercised, and it would be foolish to adopt 
such vigorous treatm ent with a weakly 
puppy.

to sell at a fabulous price. 
T hat it will 
rain and blow, and be too dry, and too 
warm, and that the water will be too high, 
and too low, and too muddy, and too clear, 
everywhere you go. 
That "the largest fish 
will ue the one you lose just at the top 
of the water. The fishing ain’t what it used 
to be. 
The two best vermifuges for puppies are 
areca-nut and santonine. 
The latter, in 
its crystallized 
form, is 
au excellent 
remedy for worms in dogs, and about two 
grains in butter cannot be surpassed as a 
vermifuge for puppies of seven or eight 
weeks old, whose parents weigh from forty 
to sixty pounds weight. 
If too strong a 
dose is given, santonine has a tendency to 
affect the brain and cause fits, so caution 
must be exercised in administering this 
medicine. 
The chief difficulty in the use 
of areca-nuts lies in gitring it freshly 
grated, as if allowed to become stale it 
loses its virtue as an anthelmmric. 
To 
avoid this the nut should be grated on an 
ordinary nutmeg-grater, anil given im­ 
mediately’ in butler or lard. 
The ordinary 
dose is two grains for every pound the dog 
weighs, but more than two drachms should 
never be given. 
Spratt’s worm powders 
are also excellent remedies, if an owner 
has to clear his pets of these pests, and are 
easily procured of any chemist.—[Forest 
and Stream.

GERMAN LITERATURE. 


A BRIEF HISTORICAL REVIEW OF THE 
LITERATURE OF GERMAHY. 


Its Great Divisions — Its Monuments — 
Sc táller—Goethe—Humboldt— 
Mohl—Wieland. 


W hence 
comes 
narrow-mindedness? 
From ignorance. 
B at there is a kind of 
narrow-mindedness and ignorance which is 
curious to behold, because, while we look 
for it among the common or illiterate 
people, we find it among those who lay 
claim to a higher education, and sometimes 
even among prominent educators them ­ 
selves. 
W e find it among that class of 
people who form what is called the better 
society, as well as among the lower grades 
of humanity. 
And what is it ? 
It is an 
exclusive selfishness extending not only to 
their own personE, but to their own coun­ 
try and race. 
It is a petty jealousy for 
everything coming from abroad in the way 
of progress or culture. 
It is in fact a dis­ 
regard of self-culture. 
Of course this applies to a certain class 
of individuals, but we find them largely 
represented in every country in the world. 
Speak to them of the moral advancement 
of a foreign nation and you will awaken 
their Ecorn and envy, or perhaps they will 
conEider you a bad patriot; as if the desire 
to obtain useful information had anything 
to do with patriotism. 
Does any sensible 
person doubt that it would benefit people 
in the interior of Europe to be acquainted 
w ith English literature and to read good 
English authors ? 
Certainly not. 
Yet 
there are but few of those having leisure 
and facilities for self culture who feel an 
interest in foreign literature or care any­ 
thing about it. 
These people, however, 
should remember that literature is the 
faithful mirror of the spirit and the genius 
of a nation, represented by its noblest and 
most elevated minds. 
A s each individual forms an integrant 
part of a nation, and helps to shape its des­ 
tiny, so does each nation form a link in the 
chain of the nations of the world, and can- 
Hot abstain from taking an active part, 
w ithout being left behind in the race for 
civilization. 
And to do this it must be 
informed of the doings of the rest of the 
world. 
German literature, 
from its very an­ 
tiquity and richness of material, requires 
in its treatment a lengthy and elaborate 
discussion, for which space as well as ca­ 
pacity forbid a present attempt. 
Let us 
confine ourselves, therefore, to a brief out­ 
line of its general features. 
Among the 
literatures of all countries the German pre­ 
sents the remarkable and unique example 
of possessing two classical periods. 
It is 
the only one which, after having passed 
the three stages of infancy, maturity and 
golden era, and after having declined dur­ 
ing a certain period, has again ascended the 
pinnacle of literary glory. 
The assertion 
has often been made that German litera­ 
ture, notwithstanding such men as Klop- 
stock, Lessing, Schiller and Goethe, has 
become what it is through the influence 
exerted upon the German spirit by such 
men as Corneille, Voltaire, Milton, Shake­ 
speare, Dante and Tasso ; but the fact is 
that Germany possessed classical literature 
long before any of her neighbors. 
Nearly 
a thousand years back German literature 
began to grow, and its first classical period 
was, in many respects, equal if not superior 
to the present. 
German literature is generally divided 
into thfee great divisions and seven peri­ 
ods. The first division embraces the oldest 
tim e between the fourth and the twelfth 
century ; the second division the time be­ 
tween the tw elfth century and the begin­ 
ning of the seventeenth ; and the la3t 
division from the seventeenth century to 
the present day. 
The first literary' monument in existence 
is the translation of the Bible by Bishop 
U lfila at the 
beginning of 
the fourth 
century. 
The semi-barbarous 
siate of 
European society, outside of the Homan 
empire, did not permit a rapid literary 
progress in Germany any more than else­ 
where and so it was that the first centuries 
after Ultila’s time were marked only by 
coarse war-songs and a few traditions and 
fables. 
After the migration of races, and 
up to the Middle Ages, 
however, epic 
poetry, minBtrelsy and popular songs had 
increased considerably. 
During the sixth, seventh and eighth 
centuries the deeds and adventures of 
heroes were sung in the halls of kings and 
princes, and many legends were kept and 
treasured up in monasteries. 
Four prin­ 
cipal traditions were afterwards united in 
one grand, heroic song, called the song of 
“ Nibelungen” which speaks about those 
times. 
The Germans call it their “ Iliad.” 
This song furnished the material for the 
great dramatic play which Richard Wag­ 
ner, the celebrated composer, inaugurated 
a short tim e ago. 
In the eighth century 
Charles the Great fostered the arts and 
sciences ; he was the founder of the pala­ 
tine academy, the first of the Christian era. 
H e called around him the leam ed men of 
all countries and he admired learning in 
others to such an extent that he gave his 
daughter Emma in marriage to his scribe 
Eginhart. 
During the succeeding centuries roman­ 
tic, legendary and court poetry had their 
sway alternately. 
Heretofore the whole 
periods bad been a wrestling of paganism 
against Christianism. 
Though Christian- 
ism had found its way into Germany as 
early as the beginning of the fourth cen­ 
tury. it is only*from the twelfth century 
that a harmonious reunion of the national 
German spirit with the Christian spirit 
took place. 
Christian spirit having pene­ 
trated the national spirit, produced a new 
era in German literature. This period may 
bo called the first classical period, or the 
tim e of the first national epos of Germany. 
It embraces the period between the end of 
the tw elfth century and the beginning of 
the fourteenth. 
It was really the epos of art. 
Aside 
from the progress in romantic and chival­ 
rous poetry, which were brought to their 
highest bloom, prose had also made rapid 
strides. The legends of Roland and Arthur, 
coming originally from France, were clothed 
in elegant style and forms. Antic poetry and 
talcs of Grecian origin were remodeled, 
and religious legends were added to histor­ 
ical poems and the world’s 
chronicle. 
During that period what may be called, for 
want of a better expression, the animal 
epos, or tales and fables about the animal 
kingdom, toek a prominent part in German 
literature. 
Among others the fable of 
Eeineke Fuchs (Fex) has been conserved to 
the present day. 
But the brightest pro­ 
duction of lyrical art in those times wa3 
the so-called “ Minne, or Love Poetry,” a 
term whose real significance can hardly be 
rendered in any other language. 
The prin­ 
cipal poets of that epoch were Ilenry vou 
Veldeke, Wolfram von Eschenbacb, Wal- 
ther von der Vogelweide, Hermann von 
A u, Conrad von Wuertzburg, etc. 
In the 
next two centuries poetry and art suffered 
a decided decline. 
The delicate, heartfelt, 
pure 
and 
ideal 
minne 
poetry 
made 
room for an inferior and coarser one ; 
it lost the patronage of princes and noble­ 
men. and fell into the hands of the com­ 
mon people : a new school was organized, 
and a class of songsters called “ Master 
SiD gers ” took the place of the “ Minne 
M instrels.” 
They laid down rigid rules in 
versification, quarreled among themselves 
about rhythm snd forms, losing sight almost 
entirely of stuff and ideas. 
It belonged to 
th e people as a body, and not to a class of 
privileged individuals possessing the genius 
and inspiration like the Minne Minstrels. 
It is true that daring that period prose 
made some progress, and scientific re­ 
searches were indulged in ; yet the nature 
of the language then in use indicated a de­ 
cline of literature. 
Apart from a narrative 
style in prose, popular songs were the prin­ 
cipal features of writing, and thne this 
lan-mishing state continued until the ap­ 
pearance of Martin Luther wrought a revo­ 


lution in the German language and German 
literatnre ; he was the founder of the new 
High German language. 
The dignified and elevating spirit which 
this religious reformer infused into the 
already-declining German literature had 
an invigorating and 
renovating 
effect. 
Literature fell under the control of science 
and learning ; new schools, headed by such 
poets as Martin Opiz, Dach, Harsdorfer 
and Goedeke, were established. From that 
t.m e German literature took up again a 
rapid flight. 
Thomas Murner, Sebastian 
Brant, Hans Sachs and John Fishart had 
already implanted their imperishable foot­ 
prints upon the history of their country’s 
national literature. 
After them such mas­ 
ter critics as Gottsched and Bodmer, such 
scientists and historians as Haller, Schlegel 
and Mosheim, and such satirical and lyri­ 
cal poets as Rabener, Liscow, Hagedorn, 
Rost and Gellert 
grouped 
themselves 
around the leaders of this literary reform, 
which brought the German language and 
the German nation backs to its proper 
genius. 
The eighteenth century was marked by 
the appearance of most of the greatest of 
German poets. 
After Gottsched, Bodmer 
and Gellert, Klopstock, a luminary among 
German poets, produced his “ Mcsaia,” 
one of the most brilliant monuments of 
German poetic art. 
That M ilton’s “ Para­ 
dise Lost” was an incitement to Klnpstock’s 
“ Mesaia” there can hardly be any doubt. 
The principal trait of cfcaiacter of this 
poet was an excessively pions and Christian 
feeling coupled with the genius of inspira­ 
tion. 
The next prominent figure is Les­ 
sing. 
In contradiction to 
Klopstock’s 
mild, sentimental and religious disposition, 
the spirit of Lessing was an avalanche of 
the sharpest and most animated critic. 
Restless and scrutinizing, taking an active 
part in the world’s affiirs, he was the most 
skeptic and aggressive character of his 
time. 
Differing entirely from both was 
W ieland, another of 
Germany’s 
great 
poets. 
Leaving the national, the antic 
and the Christian element to fight out 
their own battle, 
he turned to modern 
French culture with its lighthearted and 
polite refinement. 
His 
charming 
and 
graceful style rivaled with the best of 
French poets. 
These aphorisms are from W ieland : 
“ Passions are not, as the stoics teach 
us, diseases of the soul, but rather what 
the winds are to a ship which cannot per­ 
form a long journey without their assist­ 
ance. 
They increase its Bpeed, but the 
Bkipper must know how to bring them 
under h¡B control, otherwise he would be 
in danger to lose his course or get ship­ 
wrecked. 
To govern strong passions re­ 
quires great powers of the mind, but they 
also tend to strengthen them .” 
“ Oppression and her tw o daughters, 
luxury allied to the oppressors and misery 
to the oppressed, are the real cause of 
man’s perdition. 
Man would become .bet­ 
ter if he were permitted to be happier.” 
“ W hat a weak thing our heart íb ! It 
is so easily deceived, and yet with all its 
weakness it is the source of our greatest 
joys, of our best impulses and of our best 
actions.” 
Another great writer and contemporary 
of W ieland was J. G. Herder. 
H is liberal 
spirit, having been formed by an intimate 
acquaintance with a universal or world’s 
literature, lost every vestige of a narrow­ 
minded national prejudice. 
Expressing 
the broadest and most liberal views upon 
any subject, he made use of a stirring and 
elevating style of writing. 
Dcines Lebens Sonnenlicht 
1st Veruunft; die fliche nicht! 
Wird sie dir im Ruecken stehn, 
Wird dein Schatten vordir gehn. 
—[Herder. 
It remains for mo now to name the two 
greatest of German poets : Schiller and 
Goethe. 
W ell might Germany consent to 
close the history of her national literature 
with such illustrious names, were it not 
that the history of literature, the same as 
general history, has to march on as long as 
a nation follows a progressive path. Schiller 
and Goethe belong to both the eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries ; they were con­ 
temporaries. 
Their renown is so universal 
that but little need be said about them. 
As a delineator of human character, a 
philosopher and a thinker, Goethe has no 
equal, except Shakespeare, in the history 
of the literature of existing nations, and 
Schiller perhaps none with regard to his 
sublime, rich and artistic language. 
Be­ 
sides hi3 literary activity, Goethe spent a 
great portion of his life in scientific re­ 
searches. 
There is hardly any branch of 
science which he did not make a particular 
subject of study. 
Among his numerous 
works the most eminent were : “ W erther, ” 
“ W illiam Meiater,” “ Egm ont,” “ T asso” 
and “ Faust.” 
Schiller’s greatest works 
w ere: 
" T h e Robbers,” “ Don Carlos,” 
“ W allenstein,” “ The Bride of M essina,” 
“ Mary Stuart,” “ Maid of O rleans” and 
“ W illiam T ell.” 
Du must steigen oler sinken, 
Du must herrschen und gewinnen, 
Oder dienen und verberen, 
Leiden oder triumphiren 
Am boss oder Hammer sein.—[Goethe. 
You must rise or sink, 
Govern and win, 
Or serve and lose, 
Suffer or triumph, 
Be anvil or hammer.—[Translation. 
Out of Mary Stuart : 
Fast fleeting clouds ! ye meteors that fly ; 
Could I but with you sail through the sky ! 
Tenderly greet the dear land of my youth ! 
Here I am captive ! oppress’d by my foes, 
No other than you may carry my woes ; 
Free thro’ the ether your path wav is seen. 
Ye owu not the power of this tyrant queen. 
—[Translation from 8chiller. 
Out of Maid of Orleans : 
Farewell, ye mountains, ye beloved glades. 
Ye lone and peaceful valleys, fare ye well !

The poets and writers deserving special 
mention as contemporaries of Schiller and 
Goethe were : Kotzebue, Stolberg, Uhland, 
Kerner, Werner, Von Schlegel, Jean Paul 
Richter, Muellner, Grimm, 
Arndt, etc. 
The present period has produced a number 
of followers of 
the great p o e ts; 
yet, 
though literary activity has not relaxed, no 
such lights have made their appearance 
since. 
Among modern poets I may cite : 
Heine, Aueraberg, 
Lenan, 
Freiligratli, 
Hartman, Geibel, Bodenstedt, Fallersleben, 
Kinkel, Redwitz, etc.; and among roman­ 
cers : Auerbach, Freitag, Sternberg, Laube, 
Hacklaender, Lewald, Hahn-Hahn, Mundt, 
Muhlbach, Ebers, etc. 
Scientific researches have been made, of 
late, a principal object of study by the 
educated in Germany, and such names as 
Humboldt, 
Dahlman, 
Mohl, 
Raumer, 
Mommsen, Dunker, Ritter and Petermann 
have gained a world-wide reputation, add­ 
ing a new luster to their country’s history. 
The characteristic features of German 
literatnre are the blending of the ideal and 
imaginary with the r ea l; didactic poetry 
with epical and dramatic poetry ; while in 
prose the tendency of the German mind 
towards deep, searching and philosophical 
studies excluded almost entirely what is 
called “ light literature."

PARNELL AND 
THE LEAGUE. 


M r. Parnell appears to have relied too 
cn ;ch upon th e m echanism of the Land 
League, and to have consequently sustained 
q aáte a rude rebuff. H e has never intended 
to aocept th e land bill as a sufficient rea­ 
son for abandoning agitation. 
H e has 
looked forw ard to th e continuance of agita­ 
tio n until the repeal of th e union was 
granted, in fact. 
B ut it appears th a t the 
land bill has satisfied the tenants, a t least 
fo r the tim e being, and th a t th ey do not 
w ish to go any further. 
T hey have had 
enough excitem ent to last them some tim e, 
an d th ey w ant a breathing spell. 
Parnell, 
finding th a t th e tenants w ill follow him no 
longer, has taken a desperate step. H e has 
appealed to th e agricultural laborers—a 
class of pauperized peasants who have 
n e ith er ow nership nor tenancy in th e land, 
and whose condition is so bad th a t they 
can probably be persuaded w ith very little 
exertion to believe th a t they are in need 
of a revolution. 
The R e c o rd -U n io n long 
ago pointed out th e danger of ju st this 
th in g . 
W e showed when th e agitation for 
th e land bill began, th a t it did no t touch 
th e 
laborers, 
and 
th a t 
therefore 
the 
-tenants would find them selves regarded by 
th e class below them w ith th e same hatred 
th e y them selves were then exhibiting to ­ 
w ards th e landlords. 
A nd th is is w hat 
P arn e ll is now endeavoring to bring about. 
F in d in g th a t th e tenants will not go w ith 
him any farther, he proposes to p u t the 
ten an ts in the condem ned category w ith 
th e landlords, and to lead th e peasantry 
apon a new crusade, the w ar-cry of which 
is to be “ Land for the landless ! ” 
This 
prom ises to be a seductive program m e, and 
i t will, if successful, lead to the form ula­ 
tio n of a more explicit dem and th an ever 
for th e creation of a peasant proprietary ; 
a peasant proprietary whose possessions 
are to be w rested alike from th e landlords 
an d the tenants. 
T his is th e commence­ 
m en t of a new controversy which threatens 
to be a t least as fierce as the one jn st 
closed, and which m ay before it is ended 
n eutralize the land bill com pletely.

THE FUNERAL 
CEREMONIES. 


O n M onday the whole country will 
p articip ate in th e funeral ceremonies of 
P resid en t 
Garfield. 
Governor 
Perkins 
has, in accordance w ith th e request of 
P resid en t A rthur, declared th e day a legal 
holiday, and in every tow n and village the 
people will do th eir best to show their 
g rief a t the loss they have sustained, and 
th e ir respect and esteem for th e noble ruler 
w ho has been taken from them by violence. 
N o exhortations are needed on th is occa­ 
sio n to stim ulate the patriotism of the 
people. 
The ceremonies everyw here will 
be as spontaneous as they are solemn. 
California will join in the m ourning w ith 
genuine feeling, for no State believed more 
firm ly in President Garfield, or expected 
m ore from him . 
The pageantry of the 
d a y w ill not be a m ere em pty show, b u t it 
w ill symbolize the deep-rooted sorrow of 
th e nation, and w ill 
show how a free 
people can love and m onrn for their chosen 
ta le r. 


THE NEWSPAPER. 


From tim e to tim e efforts are m ade to 
define and analyze th e m odem new spaper. 
F or th e m ost p art these efforts are failures, 
and chiefly because those who m ake them 
try to generalize on a subject which cannot 
b s treated in th a t way. 
The world has 
been w earied w ith a great m any fulsome 
and extravagant eulogies on ‘-th e Press.” 
I t has been 
talked 
about 
with bated 
breath, as some new force of N ature, or 
some half-divine creation, separated from 
and lifted above hum an passions and frail­ 
ties. 
In all this fustian talk there has 
been the flavor of th a t cant which has 
alw ays been canted by th e priests of every 
cult, in order to m aintain the popular awe 
and reverence for th eir particular form of 
worship. 
The tru th is th a t it is co t possi­ 
ble to generalize about th e Press. 
The 
latter is b ut a m achinery, which m ay be 
turned to good or evil account. I t includes 
all kinds o f w ork, all kinds of m otives, all 
kinds of theories, all kinds of influences. 
P rim arily th e publication of new spapers is 
resorted to as a m eans of m aking money. 
The only common grounds among new s­ 
papers are th eir business purpose, and the 
universal function of gathering and distrib­ 
uting news. 
T he new spaper is, therefore, 
so far as it has a common character, a 
business agency for the supply of news. 
A ll new spapers are represented by this 
definition ; b u t when we go a step farther 
and attem p t to deal w ith the didactic in­ 
fluences of the Press, we cease to be able to 
employ generalizations, for here the charac­ 
teristics held in common by all new spapers 
stop. 
Thenceforw ard it becomes as difficult to 
describe th e A m erican new spaper as it 
w ould be to describe the Am erican m er­ 
chant, or th e Am erican law yer, or the 
A m erican physician, 
w ith one 
set of 
phrases and expressions. 
T he didactic in­ 
fluences of th e Press are governed by the 
character of the m en who direct and edit 
the several journals. 
T here is no general 
Press spirit which in any way molds or 
determ ines th e nature of this influence. 
The new spaper m ay be a distinct help to 
the com m unity, or it m ay be an equally 
distinct hindrance. 
To say th a t th e com­ 
m unity m akes the new spaper is nonsense. 
The character of the new spaper is the 
character of th e men who control it. A nd it 
is also a fact th a t in the end th e influence 
of any journal will be m easured by the 
public belief in th e honesty of its p u r­ 
poses. 
T here are several examples, for in ­ 
stance, of new spapers w hich have been 
conducted w ith a single eye to profit, and 
which have alw ays made th eir editorial ex­ 
pressions subservient to th e 
pecuniary 
policy of th e business. 
Such papers have 
sometimes proved highly profitable. 
They 
have obtained very large circulations. 
B ut 
they have been thoroughly understood by 
t ie publio, who have sim ply ignored all 
th eir attem pts to lead the m inds of their 
readers. 
The m ost influential journals 
have indeed never been those which sacri­ 
ficed th e m ost to th eir cash-boxes ; nor 
have th e m ost useful journals been ol this 
character either. 
No universal law s can be laid down in 
regard to th e Press. 
I t resem bles L iter­ 
ature in this, th a t it may be turned to the 
best or th e w orst purposes. 
The average 
new spaper perhaps m ay be com pared to 
the average man ; content to get along 
quietly, to m ake a com fortable living, to 
keep in accord w ith th e respectabilities, to 
be faithful to the party, the church, the 
social circle. 
T he editorial expression of 
th is class of journals is sim ply neutral. I t 
follows the prevailing current, w hatever it 
may be. 
I t seeks to reprodace th e dom i­ 
nant ideas of the locality as nearly as 
possible. 
I t voices the superficialities of 
its surroundings. 
On either side of this 
dull bu t innocuous class of journalism are 
the extrem es—th e best and th e w orst of 
new spaper w ork. 
The form er 
embrace 
those journals, few in num ber, b ut not too 
few to discourage hope in th e upw ard 
grow th of th e profession, whieh are con­ 
ducted on a basis of thoroughgoing hon­ 
esty, love for tru th , ripe judgm ent, and 
full infonnation. 
I t is needless to say 
th a t such journals represent a very high 
standard of attainm ents, a n d th a t they are 
qualified to instru ct th e public on alm ost 
all the subjects which they discuss. 
The 
influence of such papers is decidedly salu­ 
tary. 
They are in fact among th e m ost 
effective agencies of social developm ent. 
W e cannot have too m any of them , nor 
are we likely to. 
The opposite pole in journalism is repre­ 
sented by those papers which are conduct­ 
ed for the purpose of acquiring m oney and 
pow er only, and which are w ithout scru­ 
ple in 
pursuing 
those 
objects. 
Such 
new spapers display great energy in the 
procurem ent of news. 
They are nsnally 
m anaged shrew dly and in an enterprising 
way. 
T hey pander 
to every popular 
lust. 
They utilize every scandal. 
They 
a nploy th eir editorial columns in black­ 
m ailing enterprises. 
They seek to acquire 
influence by th e free use of slander and 
detraction. 
T hey are in tu rn demagogues, 
libelers, falsifiers of history and fact, ca­ 
lum niators, and purveyors of w hatever is 
imm oral and popular. 
T hey m ake no ef­ 
fort to elevate public ta s te ' in any way. 
On th e contrary, th ey seek only to ascer­ 
tain w hat nastiness is m ost in demand, and 
th a t they forthw ith set them selves to sup­ 
ply. 
To speak of th e beneficent influence 
of th e press in connection w ith such jo u r­ 
nals is preposterous, for all th e influence 
they exercise is sinister and m alevolent, 
and th ey m ake th e com m unities which 
support them worse in all respects than 
they would otherw ise have been. 
There 
are few localities w hich have not had ex­ 
perience w ith this kind of journals. 
Sach 
papers sell readily, b u t they do not help 
those who buy them in any way. 
They 
furnish the news, it is tree, b u t too fre­ 
quently th ey accompany it w ith an in tel­ 
lectual poison. 


To understand w hat th e Press is and 
does it is obviously neceBsary to examine 
all these different kinds of journals, and 
when th e analysis is com pleted it will 
be seen more clearly th an before th a t gen­ 
eralization upon such a subject can only be 
misleading. 
In fact th e Press is subject to 
th e draw backs and vices and weaknesses 
w hich affect hnm anity in all its m anifesta­ 
tions. 
T here is no general definition which 
can be applied to all men, and neither is 
there any general definition w hich can be 
applied to all new spapers—the exceptions 
noted w hich we have before referred to. 
The tendencies in the grow th of the Press 
axe precisely sim ilar to those in the grow th 
of th e people. 
Individual papers, like in ­ 
dividual persons, are som ew hat ahead of 
then 
h u t and there. 
O thers 


are m erely abreast of it, and these constitute 
th e m ajority. F or th e m ost part th e desire 
to m ake m oney is th e controlling m otive 
in 
journalism , 
as it is th e controlling 
m otive 
in every other 
profession and 
trade 
and 
occupation 
w hatsoever. 
B ut 
inasm uch 
as 
th e 
question 
of 
m oney m aking m ay be quite independ­ 
ent of the kind of m ental food furnished 
by a publisher, so there will alw ays be 
publishers who prefer to furnish th e best 
m ental food, and other publishers who 
prefer to p u t forw ard th e w orst. 
So many 
men, so m any opinions, in fact, is the true 
explanation of th e A m erican newspaper. 
I t may be said to reflect broadly the 
existing condition of public m orals and en­ 
lightenm ent, b u t even here th e observer 
is ap t to be m isled, because he is prone to 
forget th a t th ere are alw ays tw o sides to 
th e m ental state of a com m unity, and th a t 
one of them is bright, and th e other dark. 
E very com m unity, therefore, m ay support 
a good and a bad journal, and it w ill de­ 
pend, not upon th eir relative circulation, 
b ut upon th eir relative influence upon the 
life of the com m unity, which is th e con­ 
trolling agency. 
The Press has become a necessity of civ­ 
ilization. 
I t is neither b e tter nor worse 
th an th e best and th e w orst of th e people 
who sustain it. 
Its influence for good and 
evil is of course considerable, because it 
possesses th e opportunity to form ulate 
ideas continually, and so to suggest lines 
of th ought and action to those who are too 
busy or indifferent to decide for them selves. 
T he anonym ity of th e Press enhances its 
influence, beyond a doubt, and if it be a 
good thing to m aintain the fiction of a 
sort of passionless, impersonal tribunal in 
journalism , then this practice is a proper 
one. 
The tendencies of m odem journal- 
i ni are tow ards greater fullness of news, 
greater intellectual force in editorial w rit­ 
ing, and a broader and m ore cosmopolitan 
spirit generally. 
I t is an agency w hich 
m ust keep abreast of the civilization of the 
age, and w hich may be made very much 
more useful aud wholesome in its effects 
than it has y et been. 


THE CHURCHES AND THE HERESY CASE. 


I t was to have been expected th a t “ an 
ungodly press” as M r. B oberts puts it, 
would criticise th e late heresy trial in 
San Francisco in an unfriendly spirit, and 
th a t th e heathen 
generally w ould gibe 
at th e evidence of nnevangelical tendencies 
which th a t tria l furnished. B ut we confess 
to some surprise at the general disposition 
m anifested b y th e m inisters of San F ran­ 
cisco to em ploy th is case as a vantage 
ground 
from 
w hich 
to assail Calvary 
C hurch and th e P resbytery. 
These rev­ 
erend gentlem en 
appear to have made 
common cause against th e church of M r. 
H em phill, and th e ir sermonB of last Sun­ 
day were filled w ith rem arks which recalled 
the prayer of th e self-righteous Pharisee, 
and his fervent expression of thankfulness 
th a t he was not as other men. 
Y et 
it is difficult to understand how professed 
theologians can find fault w ith a trial for 
heresy, 
or condem n those who resort to 
th a t 
m ethod of 
purging a church of 
unsound doctrine. 
Of necessity th e stan d ­ 
point 
of 
th e 
churches 
in 
all 
such m atters m ust differ essentially from 
th a t of outsiders. 
A church is au organ­ 
ization of people who agree upon some 
clearly defined creed, aud who subscribe to 
a certain system of dogm as which all hold 
in common. 
In the case under considera­ 
tion it is clear th a t M rs. Cooper could not 
be charged w ith heresy, because she was 
not a m em ber of the church. 
B ut if she 
tau g h t doctrines w hich were not in accord 
w ith the orthodox creed of ■ th e church 
w ith which she affiliated, it is perfectly 
plain th a t either she m ust have been pre­ 
vented from pursuing th is course, or the 
C hurch m ust have abandoned its distinctive 
tenets. 
There is here no room for question 
as to the rationality of th e P resbyterian 
articles of faith. 
A ll th a t is necessary to 
realize is th a t th e P resbyterian Church 
does hold such and such doctrines. 
I t fol­ 
lows from this th a t all sach doctrines m ust 
be upheld, or th e C hurch w ill fall to 
pieces. 
I t has been said th a t M rs. Cooper is a 
woman of great benevolence, usefulness 
audcharity, and th a t her m inistrations have 
been very effective. 
H ow ever tru e all 
this m ay be, it cannot, as it appears to us, 
affect th e question a t issue, w hich is 
w hether she has been teaching non-Presby­ 
terian doctrines in a P resbyterian Bible 
class. 
If th e purpose of th e P resbyterian 
C hurch was sim ply to im prove m en’s m or­ 
als and lives, w ithout regard to th e char­ 
acter of th eir religious beliefs, it w ould not 
m atter w hat M rs. Cooper taught. 
B ut the 
Presbyterian C hurch holds th a t th e salva­ 
tion of souls can only be compassed by be­ 
lieving particular propositions, w hich it 
has form ulated very distinctly ; and it fol­ 
lows from th is th a t no P resbyterian can 
consistently believe it possible to obtain 
salvation in any other w ay. 
In common 
w ith m ost other churches th e Presbyterian 
Church holds th a t th e unfortunates who do 
not accept its version of th e religious 
problem are doom ed to dam nation. 
I t is 
therefore impossible th a t it should sanction 
any mode of religious instruction which 
departs from its own program m e, or th a t 
it can believe th e results of such heterodox 
teaching to be other th an mischievous. 
I t 
is no p art of th e functions of “ an ungodly 
“ press ” to explain or to defend th is state 
of thing3, b u t it m ust point out th a t such 
a situation exists, if only th a t th e public 
m ay understand th e events passing before 
its eyes. 
A nd w hat applies to the Presbyterian 
C hurch applies to m ost others. 
T h at is to 
say, it is alw ays 
possible 
th a t 
other 
Churches m ay be called upon to try charges 
of heresy. 
So long indeed as C hurches ex­ 
ist, heresy m ust be possible, and th is is so 
clear th a t it renders th e a ttitu d e o f the other 
Churches the more surprising. 
W ith the 
effects of heresy trials upon th e public 
m ind we have nothing to do a t present. I t 
appears to be th onght th a t these effects are 
prejudicial to religion, and this is by no 
means impossible. B ut so long as Churches 
continue to hold distinctive and rigid 
creeds, they m ust defend them selves against 
all attem pts to ignore, to m odify, or to 
break down those creeds. 
R egarding the 
recent case from th e standpoint of P resby­ 
terian orthodoxy, it is impossible to per­ 
ceive th a t M rs. Cooper has been wronged. 
H er m istake was in attaching herself to a 
C hurch in whose doctrines she only par­ 
tially believed. 
I t is clear th a t she is no 
C alvinist, b nt th a t in m any respects she 
partakee of the liberal view s of her rela­ 
tive, “ the im pious infidel IngersolL ” as 
M r, R oberts characteristically designated 


him. 
B u t having p u t herself nnder the 
wing of 
the P resbyterian C hurch, she 
could not complain when she w as required 
to 
teach 
Presbyterian 
doctrine in its 
grim sim plicity. 
She need not have a t­ 
tached herself to th a t C hurch, b u t having 
done so she was bound to teach its doc­ 


trines and no other. 
A nd it is from th is point of view th a t 
th e whole case m ust be judged. 
The 
“ godless 
press” and th e cynical 
and 
irreligious public, m ay scoff and sneer a t 
th e trial of M rs. Cooper, but, given a 
P resbyterian organization to sta rt w ith, 
the trial for heresy follows as a m atter of 
course. 
As to th e other C hurches, since 
they are in the sam e boat, it seems to us 
th a t th ey ought not to rejoice over the 
discom fiture of th eir brethren, or to pre­ 
tend th a t they are not liable to sim ilar 
m isfortunes. 
If they intend to m aintain 
th eir sectarian distinctions it is certain th at 
they will have to drive out heretics a t all 
tim es. 
If they contem plate the abandon­ 
m ent of th eir creeds they can afford to let 
heresy flourish, b n t iu th a t case they 
m ust look forw ard to th e extinction of 
th eir ecclesiastical organizations. The idea 
th a t heresy in these days is an anachronism 
is quite fallacious. 
I t belongs to C hurch 
organizations of every kind, and it will 
continue to exist so long as Churches 
rem ain. 
I t is no longer perm itted to the 
C hurches to m ake it a m atter of life and 
death, b u t th a t is th e only change which 
the progress of civilization has w rought in 
the premises. 
W hatever the laity may 
think, therefore, clerics at least ought not 
to join in the ridicule of heresy trials. 


PRESIDENT ARTHUR'S INAUGURAL AD­ 
DRESS. 


P resident A rth u r has shown good taste 
and good sense in his first public act as 
Chief Executive. 
H is inaugural address 
is as brief and concise as it could well 
have been, and it is evidently intended to 
allay the n atural apprehensions of the peo- 
pie by conveying to them assurance of his 
intention to m aintain the status <¡uo as 
faithfully as possible. 
There was no ne­ 
cessity for more th an P resident A rth u r 
has said in this address. 
Indeed the 
country would not have had patience for a 
longer docum ent a t such a tim e. 
The new 
P resident is intelligent enough to perceive 
th a t he has his own reputation to make, 
and th a t the w ork w ill be difficult because 
of th e unavoidable prejudice w ith which 
he has been regarded hitherto. 
If, how­ 
ever, he can live up to the policy w hich 
he has outlined 
in 
his address, 
the 
country w ill 
be 
more than satisfied. 
B ut, 
of 
course, it 
will be generally 
felt 
th a t 
experienee 
alone 
can 
de­ 
term ine th e position he is to occupy. 
A t 
present he has not begun to feel the pres­ 
ence of th a t tem ptation which is certain to 
assail him as soon as he is fairly settled 
in power. 
The fact th a t he is of necessity 
regarded as representing th a t organized 
elem ent 
w hich 
had 
declared 
w ar 
upon President Garfield, will subject him 
to im portunity and pressure such a3 no weak 
m an can be capable of w ithstanding. 
A t 
this m oment he intim ates, and no doubt in 
all sincerity’, a desire so 
to 
shape his 
course th a t it shall avoid th e rocks of fac­ 
tional intrigue and selfishness. 
This is na­ 
turally th e initial desire of every gener­ 
ous-spirited man in Buch a conjuncture. B ut 
the tyranny of party, and still more of 
faction, is more ruthless and persistent 
th an th a t of any dynastic despotism . 
Our 
best Presidents have come out from under 
the ordeal enfeebled and blanched, aged and 
exhausted, and it w ould be difficult to name 
one who did not find it necessary to sacri­ 
fice his early aspirations for the sake of 
permission to live. 
I t is said of President A rth u r th a t his 
weakness is his w orst fa u lt; th a t he- has 
alw ays tru sted too much to others ; th a t 
he has alw ays been too little disposed to 
decide for himself. 
If th a t is his character 
it w ould be m ere self-deception to try 
to persuade onrsclves th a t he can carry out 
the program m e indicated in his address. In 
snch a case we muBt content ourselves 
w ith th e reflection th a t a t least his inten­ 
tions are good, and th a t if he is allowed to 
follow them out he will satisfy the country. 
B ut it is possible, on the other hand, th a t 
he possesses more resolution th an he has 
been credited w ith. 
If th a t be so he may 
agreeably disappoint the nation, and give it 
an adm inistration 
of w hich it can be 
proud. 
A t any ra te there will 
be no 
disposition to curtail his opportunities for 
doing right. 
So far as taste is concerned it 
m ust be adm itted th a t he has show n a very 
thorough realization of w hat was proper 
under th e circum stances. 
E vidently he 
wishes to be conservative and cantious. If 
he calls the Senate together a t once it will 
be because th a t step is being urged upon 
him by Senators, who are properly anxious 
th a t th e succession to the 
Presidency 
should be provided for a t once. 
H is short 
address w ill m eantim e do him good in the 
public estim ation. 


THE 
REPORTS 
ABOUT THE AUTOPSY. 


A part from th e legitim ate inferences to 
be draw n from th e report of the surgeons 
who m ade th e post mortem exam ination of 
th e President’s body, very extraordsiary 
rum ors have obtained regarding the results 
of th a t exam ination. 
I t is probable th at 
there is a great deal of exaggeration in the 
story published by th e Chicago Times. 
T h at journal, indeed, has never been noted 
for th e carefulness or accuracy of its in­ 
quiries, and has in th e past attained an 
evil notoriety by its reckless sensational­ 
ism. 
So m uch it is necessary to say before 
proceeding to exam ine w hat the Times 
alleges. 
I t will be observed th a t th e su r­ 
geons who m ade the autopsy are charged 
w ith deliberate falsification in regard to its 
results. 
I t m ust be confessed th a t it 
w ould have been m uch easier to dism iss 
this charge as outrageous if th e official re­ 
p o rt had not, ss we have shown, contained 
several inconsistencies and contradictions, 
and especially if it had not been m ade a p ­ 
parent th a t th e treatm ent of the case, so 
far as th e supposed wound was concerned, 
was m istaken throughout. 
I t is now al­ 
leged th a t th e bullet was found inside 
th e 
peritoneum , 
where 
it 
was 
com­ 
pletely encysted. I t deserves to be pointed 
out th a t th e surgeons in th eir report on 
th e autopsy do not state w hether the 
bnllet was inside or outside th e perito­ 
neum. 
T hey do say, however, th a t it was 
encysted ; and they also say th a t the im ­ 
m ediate cause of death was rupture of th e 
superior 
m esenteric aitery . 
H ow 
the 
m esenteric artery shonld have been af­ 
fected so as to produce secondary hem or­ 
rhage, by th e vicinity of a com pletely en­ 
cysted ball, is difficult to understand. 
W hy th e surgeons should declare th a t the 


autopsy shows the w ound to have been 
necessarily fatal from th e beginning, is 
another curious question. 
C ertainly the 
report on th e autopsy does no t bear out 
th is assertion. 
T h a t report asserts th a t 
the fracture of th e first lum bar vertebra, 
and th e forcing of spicnla? of bone into 
th e adjacent soft parts, fnlly account for 
th e septic conditions subsequently set up. 
B ut in contradiction to th is it appears, so 
far as can be gathered from th e very vague 
report of th e surgeons, th a t th e morbid 
action was set up at a distance from the 
seat of th e wound, and not a t all in its 
neighborhood. 
The irresponsible 
Times 
account asserts th a t th e autopsy shows 
all th e m ischief to have been done by 
the form ation of a clot of blood on the sec­ 
ond day, 
This, however, is nonsense. N o 
such conclusion could possibly have been 
draw n from anything discovered a t the 
autopsy. 
The real m ystery in th e case is 
th a t long and deep channel w hich is now 
alleged to have been “ burrow ed ” by the 
pus, and the like of which D r. Bliss ad­ 
m its to be scarcely ever heard of. 
If he 
had said 
“ never heard of before,” he 
would have been still nearer th e m ark, for 
th e statem ent th a t this channel was “ b u r­ 
rowed ” w ithin forty-eight hours after the 
infliction of the wound, is sim ply incred:- 
ble. 
But_ D r. Bliss appears to have told 
Bomebody th a t the autopsy resulted in 
dem onstrating th e “ absence of pyiem ia.” 
Dr. Bliss is no donbt m uch tired, and re­ 
porters are som etim es stupid. 
H e could 
hardly have said this in th e teeth of the 
admissions of th e surgeons who m ade the 
autopsy. 
H ere we have a body th e in ­ 
ternal organs of w hich are honeycom bed 
w ith abscesses ; w hich has pus in th e kid ­ 
neys and the liver and the gall-bladder 
and 
th e 
lu n g s; 
and 
we 
aré 
asked 
to 
believe 
th a t 
none 
of 
th is 
pus 
found its way into the blood. 
Seeing th at 
his fervid im agination is no longer needed 
for th e evolution of bulletins, we think 
D r. Bliss had, perhaps, b etter refrain from 
giving interview s to th e 
reporters for 
awhile. 
B ut no m atter w hat he m ay say, 
or w hat any of th e physicians m ay say, 
the showings of the autopsy, even suppos­ 
ing them to be no more th an the surgeons 
have testified to, m ake it abundantly evident 
th a t the m ost singular m istakes have been 
made in this case throughout; and it is not 
a t all clear th a t th e p atient m ight not have 
recovered had 
his 
m edical 
attendants 
know n the tru e character of th e wound. 
I t does not follow th a t any other p h y ­ 
sicians would or coaid have done better, 
b u t the stubborn fact stands out in ugly 
plainness th a t th e case was m isappre­ 
hended, and th a t much m ischief was done 
by reason of this m isapprehension.

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THE CABINET. 


As was anticipated, President A rth u r 
has declined to accept th e resignations of 
th e C abinet officers, and has requested 
them to retain th eir portfolios a t least for 
the present. 
Of course this is no indica­ 
tion of th e P resident's purposes. 
I t m ust 
be presum ed th a t he w ill wish to form 
his own Cabinet, and it is quite proper 
th a t he should do so. 
N o man can be 
satisfied fully w ith the selections m ade by 
another in a m atter of th is kind. 
The 
present C abinet m ust therefore expect to 
go out, and w ould probably prefer to do so 
at once, w ere it not for th e obvious em ­ 
barrassm ents of th e situation. 
I t is due 
to President A rth u r th a t the old Cabinet 
shonld give him tim e to m ake up his mind. 
T hus far he has 
had no opportunity 
for reflection, 
nor 
can h e have until 
after the 
funeral 
of 
P resident 
G ar­ 
field. 
A nd it is equally clear th a t it 
w ill be impossible to form any ju st concep­ 
tion of his policy until he has chosen his 
C abinet. 
A t present he is m erely drifting, 
and nothing m ore could be expected of 
him , bu t when he faces th e necessity of 
selecting his political fam ily, he m ust at 
th e same tim e be prepared to adopt a 
clearly defined policy. 
N or can there be 
any doubt th a t he will be forced to declare 
him self th u s positively, by the contending 
R epublican factions. 
I t is open to him to 
repudiate both, and to take a neutral a tti­ 
tude, b u t this course cannot be expected 
from a m an who has been all through his 
public life an active and pronounced par­ 
tisan. 
I t does no t appear probable th a t 
he w ill wish to retain any of the members 
of th e present C abinet, and it is unlikely 
th a t any of them w ould care to con­ 
tinue in office nnder the new A dm in­ 
istration, 
th e 
m ore 
especially if 
th at 
adm inistration is to inaugurate a change of 
policy. 
If th e P resident follows the ad­ 
vice of those who are near him , and calls 
th e Senate together a t once, there can be 
little doubt th a t it will have to confirm a 
new C abinet before it adjourns. 
The 
m ere fact of its being in session w ould 
alone suffice to bring about th is change, 
and no doubt all the P resident’s political 
friends would urge 
him to m ake the 
earliest use of his opportunities. 
W hether 
he will m ake a wise use of them is an­ 
other question, b u t one whieh it w ould be 
idle to consider in advance of th e event.

COMPLETING ARRANGEMENTS. 


Meeting of the Citizens’ Committee—And 
Other Details. 


A meeting of the Citizens’ Committee, 
having in charge the arrangements for the 
funeral ceremonies of the late President, to 
be held in this city next Monday, took place 
at the office of P . D unlap last evening. 
There was present a quorum of the commit- 
mittee ; 
also, 
G rand 
M arshal 
General 
Backus, and the special Finance Committee. 
A commnnication from General Backus, 
accepting the M arshalship of the Day, was 
received and read. 
The Finance Committee reported th at the 
sum of §756 25 had been procured by sub­ 
scription, of which 8752 25 had already been 
paid in. 
A vote of thanks was unanimously 
ordered in favor of the general and special 
Finance Committees. 
The Music Committee reported th at M r. 
Skinner had been engaged as musical con­ 
ductor for the obsequies. 
I t was also re­ 
ported th at the F irst A rtillery Band, with 
sixteen pieces, would charge §80. and the 
Melville & Clayton Band, twelve pieces, §45. 
Also, th at the drum corps was disorganized, 
and unless a call published in the papers 
would call them 
together, their services 
could not be had for the day. 
The report of 
the committee was adopted, and it wa3 
authorized to engage the bands at figures 
stated. 
The following resolution was also 
adopted: 
llesolved, Thi’ the committee be instructed to 
obtain the services of the Woodland or some ocher 
band, at reasonable terms, in their discretion. 
The Music Committee was further author­ 
ized to engage the drum corps, if they could 
be secured. 
Rev. Mr. Anderson made a report from the 
M inisterial Association of Sacramento, in 
substance the same as was made to the citi­ 
zens’ meeting, and stated th at the Associa­ 
tion held a meeting yesterday afternoon, 
when it resolved to resign the whole m atter 
into the hands of the Citizens’ Committee, 
and requesting said committee to arrange the 
entire programme for the services on the day 
of the obsequies. 
On behalf|:f the Associa­ 
tion he withdrew the ministerial programme, 
expressing a t the same tim e the desire to 
have all churches represented, and to have 
the exercises as broad and comprehensive in 
their arrangem ent as possible. 
H e stated 
further th at it was also the desire of the 
ministers to have a secular speaker selected 
for the day. 
The ministers, he said, had at 
their first Association meeting arranged for a 
union church service on the day of the 
President’s 
funeral, 
but 
inasmuch 
as 
the 
citizens had arranged 
for 
an 
ex­ 
tended exercise, the ministers would gladly 
join in the procession, and take only such 
place, or none, as the Citizens’ Committee 
should desire for the occasion. 
H e further 
said th at among the ministerial association’s 
arrangements was the intended invitation of 
the Jew ish Rabbi’s and th at the Catholic 
Bishop or parish priest join in the services. 
M r. Taylor moved th at religious services 
be conducted by the clergy of the city, under 
such arrangements as they shall make among 
themselves. 
Adopted unanimously. 
Upon motion the music programme was re­ 
ferred to the clergy for arrangement. 
M r. Lubin reported th at Senator Booth 
and Hon. H e D ry Edgerton had been visited 
with relation to delivering an oration as part 
of the exercises, but that the engagements of 
both were such that they could not do so. 
Judge Denson moved that there be no 
other exercises than those to be arranged by 
the clergy. 
A fter a full expression in favor 
of such action by the various members of the 
committee, the motion was 
unanimously 
adopted. 
A resolution wa3 adopted authorizing the 
G rand M arshal to arrange for a catafalque 
and other necessary decorations, at an tx - 
pense not to exceed §300. 
Upon motion. Grand M arshal Backus was 
requested to ask the ladies of Sacramento for 
donations of flowers. 
The time at which the procession shonld 
form was discussed, and 10 A. M. was finally 
fixed as the hour. 
An auditing committee was. upon motion, 
ordered to be appointed, and Rev. N. Slater 
and N. H . Nichols were named as such com­ 
mittee. 
M r. Lubin thought a Bupply of simple 
badges should be provided for Buch persons 
as might desire to participate in the proces­ 
sion and was not supplied. 
H e offered a 
Bupply of black aud white m aterials for thiB 
purpose. 
Upon motion the suggestion was 
adopted and the Grand M arshal and A. S. 
Hopkins were appointed a committee to at­ 
tend to the m atter. 
The meeting then adjourned subject to the 
call of the Chairman.

and when the conductor passed on they drank 
from a bottle and followed him, demanding 
his money. 
He thought it the joke of 
drunken men, but found his m istake very 
soon, and handed out §15 in silver, saving hia 
bills by saying th at he had none. 
They then 
walked him in front of them and took money 
from the passengers, occasionally giving back 
three or four dollars to the victims. 
They 
robbed 
ten 
to 
fifteen 
passengers, then 
marched the conductor into the Pullm an car, 
then back tbrongh the train to the expreaa 
and baggage cars, and w ith pisóla at his head 
compelled the express messenger, Ben Sain, 
to open the safe, which they rifled, and then 
getting off, fired several shots at the engineer 
to expedite him. 
I t is not believed 1 hat they 
had confederates on the train. 
The robbery 
occurred about 11 o’clock P . M ., and required 
about tw enty minutes. 
Their total plunder 
from the express company and passengers 
was abont §18,000. 
This afternoon the rail­ 
road company agreed to pay §5,000 reward 
and the State §500 each, for the arrest and 
conviction of the robbers—total, §16,500. 
Armed parties are scouring the country in 
all directions, and the robbers can hardly es­ 
cape.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Opium D en R a id e d .— Officers Arlington 
and Valentine made a raid upon tbe Ogg 
House, on L street, between Second and 
Third, about 3 o’clock yesterday morning, for 
tbe purpose of unearthing an opium den 
which it was confidently believed existed 
upon those premises. Their efforts resulted in 
discovering a regular opium den in a rented 
room in the third story. 
One of the back 
rooms was occupied for this purpose, and 
three interesting individuals—M att. B arrett, 
Tom Morgan and .Jennie Perkins, all of San 
Francisco—were found in the room, and the 
first two, lying upon the floor on a quilt at 
the pipe, w ith the lay-out tor opium smoking 
lying between them. 
Their female pal was 
not smoking a t the time. 
The three were 
taken in hand and conveyed to the po­ 
lice 
jail, 
but 
were 
released 
to await 
trial, 
upon the 
deposit 
of 
§25 each, 
obtained from 
friends of like ilk. 
The 
opium-pipe and lay-out captured with them 
•are of a costly quality, and indicate th at this 
den of infamy was of the gilt-edge order. 
T he defendants have intim ated that they will 
make a stout show of defease, probably with 
a view of securing tbe implements of their 
den which were taken w ith them, and which, 
it 
may be 
safely 
prophesied, 
will 
re­ 
m ain in the curiosity coffers of the Chief of 
Police. 
The efforts and success of the offi­ 
cers making the exploration and captures in 
this case is worthy of commendation, and 
frequent repetition of such service will prove 
efficacious in suppressing this terrible evil, 
which is so rapidly spreading and gaining 
votaries in this city. 


R u n a w a y .—A t about G o’clock last even­ 
ing, as the delivery wagon of C. E . Adams 
was being loaded up with bales of hay in 
front of his feed store, between Seventh and 
E ighth streets, on J , the horse attached to it 
became frightened and started down town. 
In turning from the walk it threw several 
bales off and with them a man who was load­ 
ing. H e struck partly under the bales, but 
in some unaccountable way escaped serious 
injury. 
In front of P. H . Russell’s grocery 
store the delivery wagon of that establish­ 
m ent was slightly collided with, but causing 
no greater injury than m arring the wheels.

In accordance with the result of a 
post mortem held by Dr. Gardner, the cause 
of death was found to be the rupture of an 
aneurism situated in the aorta. 
The de­ 
ceased was a native of Richmond. Va., aged 
42 years. 
H e has been for many years a 
porter, attending sleeping-cars on the Central 
Pacific Railroad between this city and Ogden. 
A t the time of his death he had just left the 
floor from a dance, and steeping into a side 
room for a drink, had just place a glass of 
■water to his m outh when he staggered for­ 
w ard a step or two and then fell backwards 
and immediately expired. 
The party was 
thereupon immediately broken up. 
His re­ 
mains will be taken to Oakland, which was 
his place of residence. 


H ig h w a y R o b b ery in t h e C ity .—W hile 
th e driver of the Pacific Brewery delivery 
was driving day before yesterday afternoon 
a t Second and R streets, two men accosted 
him and pretended to want to purchase a keg 
erf beer. 
As he was about to hitch his team 
one of the men struck him a heavy blow 
w ith a cane, cutting a bad gash npon his right 
w rist. 
A t the same time both of tbe strangers 
jum ped up to the wagon seat, expecting to 
find money under the cushion, but failed to 
do so. 
A party near by came to the rescue 
a t this time, and the two highwaymen ran 
and were not apprehended. 
This case demon­ 
strates th at the highway robbery business has 
been boldly located w ithin this city.

Last evening another balloon 
was sent np with Conkling suspended in effigy 
by the neck, but the balloon caught fire 
before it had risen to much hight and a col­ 
lapse ensned.

U n tid y Rooms —A New York corre­ 
spondent says : In one of the otherwise 
commonplace divorce suits tried in this 
city a few days ago the testimony showed 
that the man originally fell in love, not 
with the woman hereelf, but with the in­ 
dentation she had made in a bed. He was 
staying at the Long Branch summer resi 
deuce of a friend. One morning he got a 
chance view of a bed from which a girl had 
just risen. The soft mattress retained the 
impression of the fair sleeper’s body, and 
the pillow still bore the hollow that her 
head had made. 
Perhaps the undis­ 
turbed condition of the rest of the bed con­ 
vinced him that she was nut a kicker at 
night. 
Anyhow, the neatness of the 
couch and apartment raised in him a desire 
to know the girl, and very soon he married 
her. Now, no was a philosopher, though 
he didn’t make a faithful husband, 
and his wife was the nice, dainty, 
methodical 
creature 
that the con­ 
dition of her bedroom when a maid 
had indicated. Tne pair of familiar old 
sketches of how a man and woman differ 
in the manner of undressing and going to 
bed are untruthful. All men do not sling 
their clothing into remote corners of the 
room, and all women do not haDg theirs 
carefully over chair-backs. I know fash­ 
ionable, well-trained girls who do not ex­ 
tend the chair-back treatment to anything 
but their dresses, which would be harinea 
by mussing, but let all their underclothes 
drop around their feet, to be hastily stepped 
out of, and left lying where they fall until 
morning. Indeed, neatness is hy no means 
eo common among my sex as it ought to 
be, and untidy sleeping rooms are the con­ 
sequence. These apartments being usually 
shut up from the gaze of other men than 
fathers, husbands aud brothers, we are too 
apt to think that the labor of making them 
attractive is thrown away. I am glad to 
ecu that the rage for decoration is doing 
some good in this direction. 
F o r th e D yspeptic —It is neecssary to 
call particular attention to Boup-meat for 
the dyspeptic, for I believe, that it 
can bo made very nutritious for him. By 
eoup-meat I mean a solid piece of fresh 
beef, say three or four pounds, with little 
fat in it. This beef should be placed in 
warm water, enough to cover it and make 
some soup; no vegetables be added to it, 
but a little pepper, salt and mace. Let it 
gently simmer, not taking off the scum, for 
about two hours, aud then use the liquor 
for soup; straining it and addÍDg some tap­ 
ioca, or sago, or vermicelli, or the yolk of 
a couple of eggs, beaten up in the hot sonp 
to thicken it. Then, having kept the meat 
warm, make a savory sauce with it and 
have a mealy potato ready for it. The po­ 
tatoes must be very mealy if eaten 
■whole or mashed. 
The sauce can be 
made in* the 
ordinary way, with 
some finely-chopped capers, or parsley, or 
tomato, or horseradish. Sauce—Melt a 
little butter in a saucepan; do not let it 
get brown; add some flour and stir in well; 
reserve some liquor from the soup ; when 
the seasoning, as capers, grated horserad­ 
ish, etc., has been added, stir np with the 
liquor into a smooth sauce. The meat, if 
it has not been boiled, but only simmered, 
will have kept in most of its nutritive 
properties, having only parted with its su­ 
gar, salts, etc., into the sonp, and will be 
suit and easily digestible. The soup must 
cot have simmered longer than two hours. 
If vegetables are preferred to potatoes they 
m ust be chosen carefully. 
Well steamed 
nee can be used, but it must have been 
thoroughly well done.—[Food and Health. 
Household Hints. 
A nts.—To get rid of black ants take 
w hite chalk, “ native” is the best, but 
prepared chalk will do ; now make a mark, 
say an inch wide, where you don’t want 
th e ants to g o ; they will not cross the 
mark. 
I ron R cst.—I saw a receipt to take out 
Iron rust on cloth with ripe cucumbers. As 
Tthey cannot be had at all times, I will send 
oiy receipt. Take a lemon and wet the 
ru st with the juice and lay in the sud. 
G enerally one wetting will take it out if 
the snn shines directly upon it. I have 
known it for years, and it has never failed. 
[Mrs. E, H. F. 
Tom ato P reserv es.—As to tomato pre­ 
serves, use the little yellow-bell for pre­ 
serving. 
Put measure for measure or 
pound for pound of the sugar and to­ 
matoes, slicing in one lemon to every two 
pounds. Boil down quite thick and put in 
stone jars, cover tightly, and you wiii have 
something delicious for winter use. 
F ly-T rap.—Take a glass tumbler, fill it 
half full, or a little more, with soapsuds ; 
now take a slice of bread large enough to 
cover the top of the tumbler, spread it well 
with molasses, make a hole in the center, 
and place it over the tumbler of suds, m o­ 
lasses side down. This may not be as ( ma- 
m ental as some pf the patent fly-traps, but 
it is certainly as useful. 
W h itk fish.—A favorite way to cook a 
white fish is this : Choose one that weighs 
about seven or eight pounds, boil it until 
it is done, and then take out all the boneB ; 
take a quart of sweet milk, two onions and 
a little snmmer savory; boil until the milk 
is thoroughly seasoned, then thicken it 
with flour, using enough to make a thin 
paste; add butter, pepper and salt to suit 
your taste. Then put in a pudding dish a 
layer of fish and a layer of dressing ; cover 
the top with rolled cracker, as you do for 
scalloped oysters ; bake for three quarters 
of an hour, or until the top is a golden 
brown. 
Serve with mashed potatoes, 
spiced currants and the vegetables of the 
season. 
Cream fop. L ayer C ake.—Cream to 
use with any kind of layer cake is made 
from this recipe : Take one pound of 
blanched almonds, pounded to a paste, one 
coffee cup of thick sour cream, two table- 
spoonfuk of corn starch scalded in a little 
sweet milk, put all together and spread 
between the layers of cake ; flavor with a 
little almond extract. This is very rich, 
and is suitable for the nicest kinds of 
cake. For more common use an inviting 
cream may be mvde in this way : Take a 
prfit of sweet milk, thicken with half a 
cup of com starch, add half a cup of 
sugar, and boil until the cream or custard 
is of the consistency of starch. When al­ 
most cool add one tablespoonfnl of lemon 
or vani.ia and spread between the layers 
of cake. 
C h ocolate and C ocoanüt C akes.— 
Three cups sugar, one and a half cup but­ 
ter, one of miik, four and a half cups flour, 
five eggs, one tea3poonful saleratus, two of 
cream tartar. For the inside—ODe and a 
half cup brown sugar, half cup milk, one 
cup molasses, one teaspoonful butter, one 
tablespoonfnl flour, two of cold water. 
Boil this mixture five minutes, then add a 
half cake Baker’s chocolate grated. Boil 
again until of the consistency of rich cus­ 
tard. Add a pinch of soda, and stir well; 
flavor when nearly cold, and spread soon 
between layers of the cake and on top. 
Makes two large loaves. Cocoanut cake 
may be msde by using the fresh nut : Two 
and a half cups of white sugar, three and 
three-eights cups flour, one and one-half 
cups butler, six eggs, one nnt grated ; 
beat eggs separately. Reserve one cap 
of cocoanut when grated for the 
outside, which sprinkle on while the 
frosting is wet. 
Desiccated cocoa- 
nut f cake: Two cups sugar, three of 
floor, one of milk, half cup butter, three 
eggs, one teaspoonful soda, two of cream 
tartar ; bake in layers ; make a thin frost­ 
ing and add the finest part of the cocoanut, 
enough to make it thick, spread between 
<ihe layers. Frost the top with a plain 
■coating and throw on the coarsest of the 
liicat, all that will etick. 
Makes an at­ 


tractive-looking loaf. Again, for chocolate, 
cocoannt, jelly and cream cakes—Three 
cups sugar, one enp butter, three eggs 
(yolks and whites beaten separately), one 
cup milk (sweet), three cups flour, two tea­ 
spoonfuls baking powder ; bake in layers. 
Chocolate frosting—Whites of three eggs, 
three caps pulverized sugar, one cup bit­ 
ter chocolate ; dissolve and heat the choco­ 
late a few minutes before mixing with the 
frosting. 
Cocoanut frosting—Whites of 
three eggs, two or three cupfuls sugar, one 
cup cocoannt, prepared.

It is thought that this 
vein will yield from $100,000 to $200.000 
per ton. 
The Rainbow, of Sierra county, 
and the Ford & Mu’-len, of Grass Valley, do 
not come up to the Bengal Tiger, but then 
the Black Hills mine is a long way off from 
the districts that last. 
Old Things.—Besides the ancient and 
remarkable inscription found on a stone at 
the Pool of Siloatn, c-u which Professor 
Sayoe discourses iu the July number of 
the Quarterly Statement of the Palestine 
Exploration Fund, it Í3 announced that 
Lieutenant Condor has found a Jewish 
tomb of the Herodian period cut in the 
rock near the place where the crucifixion 
is believed to have occurred. The Rev. C. 
L. Bavdsltty is also said to have recently 
uncovered the mouth of Jacob’s well, the 
stones surrounding it showing grooves 
caused by the friction of ropes. Another 
matter of importance to students is the 
almost certain identification of Ain Gades 
with Kadesh Barnea.

The offi­ 
cers of the State Board of Agriculture say 
that the committees serving at this fair have 
done so with a cheerfulness, promptness and 
devotion that has greatly gratified the man­ 
agement and that evidences a deep interest 
in the fair. 


AT THE PARK. 


The grand parade of stock took place at 
9:30 yesterday morning, as announced. A 
new and important improvement was intro­ 
duced at this parade. As each animal passed 
between the judges and the grand stand Su­ 
perintendent Hancock, standing on the track, 
announced the name of the animal and own­ 
er and owner’s residence to Director Larue, 
who repeated the same from the judges’ 
stand, thus conveying interesting and im­ 
portant information to the large audience on 
the ground. This is the first time this feat­ 
ure has been introduced, and it was highly 
appreciated by those present, and we may 
say that it is a step in the right direction. 
The fairs heretofore have been defective in 
giving information, and all changes in the 
direction of conveying information will be 
hailed with pleasure by all wbo attend the 
fairs in the future. 
MACHINERY, 
We have noticed a large number of grape- 
growers and land reclaimers in constant ex­ 
amination of Haskin’s ditching machine, 
evidently greatly interested. This machine 
is manufactured at St. Helena, Napa county, 
where the patentee and manufacturer, A.

They also ex­ 
hibit in connection with this a Low derrick 
with two forks, which enables two men to 
place all the straw any machine can thrash 
on the derrick-table at the foot of the long 
elevator, where four men are employed to 
hoe it down on the long canvas, upon which 
it is conveyed to the self-feeder and thence to 
the cylinder. Thus it only takes six men and 
One to drive the team which hoists the forks, 
instead of 
fourteen or twenty by the 
old way of hand-feeding and hand-pitching. 
They exhibit the Jackson California wine 
mill. Truman’s iron harrow, Jackson’s light­ 
weight horse forks, Farmer’s iron blocks, 
Jackson’s vineyard harrow, Jackson’s high 
derrick self-feeder, and the celebrated Price, 
or Petaluma, hay press, which bales nine- 
tenths of the hay on this coast. This firm 
have a large manufactory in San Francisco, 
and give employment to about seventy-five 
men. Mr. Jackson started the business of 
making his self-feeders in Woodland, but the 
business soon grew too large for that place, 
and he removed to San Francisco some four 
years ago. and this season became associated 
with Mr. I. J. Truman, who had been selling 
hardware and 
implements 
for the past 
twenty years in this city and San Francisco, 
and it is safe to say that no man is better 
known amongst the farmers and merchants 
on this coast than Mr. Truman. They make 
good articles, and make them well, are live, 
energetic men, and will no doubt build up a 
large and prosperous business, and we hope 
soon to see them building thrashers and 
engines, and thus save to this State large 
sums of money which are annually sent East.

FIBER FOR CALIFORNIA. 
In the University exhibit at the Pavilion 
are to be seen specimens of various fiber 
plants. These show that in this line Califor­ 
nia is abundantly able to produce raw ma­ 
terial, if skilled manual or efficient machine 
labor can be had to prepare it for the weaver 
and cordsge-maker at paying rates. Of true 
flax there are two varieties, which, when 
grown side by side with the common kind 
sown in this State, have shown themselves to 
be decidedly superior to it in length of fiber. 
They were imported by the College of Agri­ 
culture from Germany, under the names of 
Royal and Russian, the latter from Pskoff. 
In each case the whole plant is shown, and 
also a knot of the prepared fiber, which was 
brook-rotted and dressed by one of the work­ 
men in the experimental garden. The sample 
is decidedly promising, considering the lim­ 
ited appliances at the command of the ope­ 
rator. 
Hemp is also shown of fair growth, though 
not as good as has been raised in previous 
years, when the spring rains held on later. 
The so-called New Zealand flax(Phormium 
tenax) is a plant which should be more widely 
known and cultivated, at least in a small 
way, on our farms. 
Its long, sword like 
leaves can be torn into strings and put to im­ 
mediate use. They are abundantly strong 
for tying up vines and berry hushes, and 
would be invaluable to 
nurserymen and 
raisers of small fruits. 
A piece of ground a 
few feet square would supply a farm with 
such material.
